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MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  INTRODUCTION. 


Mr,  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1965* 

"I  have  finished  another  year,  said  God, 

And  opening  New  Year's  Day 

Wove  it  by  rote  as  theretofore 

And  went  on  working  evermore 

In  His  unweeting  way."  Thomas  Hardy. 

Busy  about  our  affairs,  the  days  and  the  year  have  slipped 
imperceptibly  by  so  that  one  is  easily  lulled  into  the  feeling  that  each 
one  proceeds  very  much  as  its  predecessor  and  that  no  quick  changes  have 
occurred.  However,  one  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  our  lives 
collectively  form  the  history  of  our  day.  It  is  sometime  fascinating  to 
try  to  discern  in  the  passing  events  what  posterity  will  perhaps  regard 
as  of  more  transient  significance.  Have  we  this  year  seen  any  beginnings, 
any  turning  points?  What,  I wonder,  has  marked  the  end  of  a story?  I 
think  the  impetus  of  the  Industrial  Revolution  has  finally  been  spent  and 
people  are  now  looking  forward  into  the  twentyfirst  century  rather  than 
back  over  the  nineteen  and  eighteen  hundreds . 

1965  has,  I think,  seen  the  acceptance  of  the  need  for  change  in 
Local  Government.  The  pattern  drawn  up  in  1875  will  not  do  into  the  next 
century  and  if  we  do  not  now  shape  it  anew  our  successors  will  rightly 
blame  us.  From  the  timid  approach  of  a possible  tidying  up  I think  we  are 
now  more  prepared  to  accept  that  possibly  a complete  re-design  might  not  be 
amiss.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  practically  all  the  County  Districts  had 
met  the  Internal  Boundary  Review  Committee  and  its  proposals  were  awaited. 

The  year  has  also  seen  the  end  of  small  Water  Undertakings  and  the 
Division  is  now  supplied  by  two  large  Authorities,  This  is  probably  only 
one  stage  in  the  step  towards  even  more  co-ordination  of  Water  Undertakings 
so  that  ultimately  our  water  supplies  will  be  nationally  controlled  and 
administered  regionally  in  areas,  perhaps  based  on  the  natural  watersheds. 

We  are  finally  moving  away  from  any  idea  that  modern  society  can  obtain 
sufficient  water  from  boreholes  or  wells,  or  even  from  freshwater  reservoirs. 
The  future  suppliers  will  have  to  use  to  the  full  all  the  natural  river 
resources  making  use  of  the  natural  flow  of  rivers  as  part  of  the 
distribution  systems.  Even  then,  there  will  not  be  sufficient  water  unless 
these  supplies  are  fully  exploited  by  re-circulation  - that  may  well  be  the 
next  phase  in  the  large  conurbations. 

The  idea  that  one  can  ignore  the  travelling  public  on  our  roads 
from  a public  health  point  of  view  has  finally  been  abandoned.  By  and 
large  we  are  a motor  owning  civilisation  and  it  is  in  everybody's  interest 
that  provision  should  be  made  for  the  motorist  along  the  main  routes  of 
travel.  Provision  must  include  the  opportunities  for  service  for  the 
vehicle  but  also  opportunities  to  obtain  food,  rest,  and  avail  themselves 
of  sanitary  conveniences  for  the  occupants  of  the  car.  I think  this  is 
now  an  accepted  idea,  and  the  Division  is  prepared  to  play  its  part  in 
sanitary  provisions  along  the  main  routes. 
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In  the  Annual  Report  there  is  clear  evidence  of  the  steady  growth 
of  the  population  in  the  Division,  although  still  the  growing  spots  are  not 
uniformly  scattered  but  depend  for  their  impetus  upon  the  availability  of 
work  and  accommodation,.  The  large  Caravan  Sites  in  the  South  provide  the 
first  jumping  off  ground  for  many  young  couples  who  from  these  graduate  to 
a house.  For  a District  such  as  Thornbury  where  the  population  has  grown 
from  28,000  to  35,000  over  a few  years,  it  is  no  longer  realistic  to  judge 
housing  priorities  on  length  of  residence  in  the  District  - it  must  be  on 
need  as  seen  in  the  light  of  the  present  accommodation,  as  it  is  often  just 
these  newcomers  who  are  living  under  the  worst  conditions.  Despite  the 
very  large  housing  programmes  of  the  local  authorities  and  the  considerable 
progress  that  has  been  made  in  Slum  Clearance  we  have  still  not  really 
solved  the  Area's  housing  problem.  By  insisting  on  local  authorities 
building  to  Parker  Morris  standards  the  Government  have  ensured  that  we 
shall  get  the  best  of  Council  Houses,  but  we  are  almost  arriving  at  the 
stage  when  people  who  are  really  poor,  and  in  urgent  need  of  cheap  simple 
accommodation,  will  have  to  look  to  the  private  speculator  to  solve  their 
problems  while  the  Council  Houses  will  be  taken  by  the  more  prosperous 
members  of  society. 

The  position  with  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases  this  year  has  been 
satisfactory,  while  the  figures  for  tuberculosis  are  tending  to  remain 
steady  and  show  no  progressive  reduction,  ^his  aiso  applies  to  the  figures 
for  Bovine  Tuberculosis  as  seen  in  the  Slaughterhouse  Reports.  Cysticercus 
bovis  still  provides  some  7 to  12  cases  a year  through  our  Abattoirs. 
Leptospiral  Janudice  occurred  in  a dog,  and  the  occasional  case  of 
Brucellosis  came  to  my  notice  during  the  year.  In  co-operation  with  the 
County,  steady  pressure  was  maintained  on  milk  producers  in  an  effort  to 
reduce  the  incidence  of  Brucellosis  among  our  dairy  herds,  but  a full 
eradication  scheme,  however,  is  the  only  final  answer  to  this  problem. 

The  changes  in  the  internal  organisation  of  the  Departments  at 
Thornbury  are  referred  to  under  the  details  for  that  District. 

Staff  changes  continue  to  interrupt  the  work  of  several  of  the 
Departments.  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  in  short  supply  and  it  is 
expected  that  a young  man  should  move  about  to  improve  his  experience  and 
position.  I do  feel,  however,  that  a man  of  preofessional  standing  should 
give  his  employer  reasonable  service  before  accepting  another  appointment 
and  to  me  it  would  seem  unreasonable  to  expect  a reference  from  an  employing 
authority  if  one  has  only  stayed  with  them  for  a few  months.  I feel  in  the 
interests  of  Local  Government  and  of  the  staff  one  should  make  it  clear  that 
when  a person  accepts  a position  it  is  expected  that  they  will  remain  in 
that  position  for  a reasonable  period  of  say  eighteen  to  twentyfour  months. 

Specialized  housing  for  old  people  and  modification  of  houses  for  the 
physically  handicapped  is  the  active  concern  of  all  Districts. 

The  Health  Departments  of  all  Districts  have  been  very  busy  this  year 
with  work  of  inspecting  premises  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act. 

I have  commented  in  the  Report  on  various  aspects  of  Public  Health 
in  more  detail  under  the  appropriate  headings.  This  introduction  is,  as  it 
were,  continued  in  a short  preamble  to  each  of  the  Sections  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  individual  Districts.  An  index  is  included  at  the  front 
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and  the  layout  of  the  Report  is  essentially  the  same  as  last  year.  No 
photograph  has  been  included  this  year.  A short  Public  Health  Calendar 
follows  the  introduction!  this  is  still  not  fully  developed  but  I feel 
that  it  may  possibly  be  something  that  could  be  expanded  another  year. 

Finally,  may  I offer  my  grateful  thanks  to  all  the  Councils, 
Committees,  and  Chairmen  for  the  help  and  support  they  have  given  me 
throughout  the  year.  To  my  fellow  Officers  in  the  Health  Departments, 
and  in  all  the  other  Departments,  I would  also  like  to  say  thank  you  for 
their  helpful  advice  that  has  always  been  available  to  me.

JANUARY; 

Nailsworth  U.D.  Work  commenced  on  the  Council's  new  Public  Conveniences 
in  Old  Market. 

Stroud  U.D.  County  asked  to  re-consider  their  previous  decision  on 
the  question  of  fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supply. 

FEBRUARY: 


Thornburv  R.D.  Filton  & Frome  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Committee  went  out 
of  action  on  5th  February. 

Nailsworth  U.D.  Tender  accepted  for  the  Improvement  of  30  Pre-War  Council 
Houses  at  Tynings  Estate. 

MARCH: 


Thornburv  R.D.  Littleton  Waterworks,  opening  ceremony  19th  March. 

Patchway  Overspill  Estate  - handing  over  of  first 
houses  on  the  19th  March. 

Nailsworth  U.D.  Mr.  P.A.Robertshaw,  Public  Health  Inspector,  left  the 
Council's  employment  to  take  up  a new  post. 

Mr.  P.W.E.Bird  appointed  Assistant  Public  Health 
Inspector  with  the  Council. 

Stroud  U.D.  Agreement  reached  on  new  Refuse  Disposal  site  at 
Far  Hill,  Cainscross  Road,  Stroud. 

Instructions  given  for  a scheme  to  be  prepared  in  respect 
of  an  extension  of  the  Painswick  Valley  Sewer  to  Salmon  Springs 
Brewery. 
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APRIL: 


Nailsworth  U.D.  Public  Health  Committee  were  urged,  in  a letter  from 
the  Clerk  to  the  County  Council  not  to  hesitate  in  taking  action 
against  Unauthorized  Caravan  Sites  under  Section  1 of  the  Caravan 
Act,  I960.  This  is  to  avoid  the  delay  experienced  when  the 
enforcement  procedure  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts 
has  to  be  invoked  by  the  County  Council. 

Stroud  U.D.  Messrs.  Smith  Rogers  & Company  Limited's  Bacon 

Factory  closed. 

MAY: 

Thornburv  R.D.  New  Filton  & Frome  Sewer  - opening  ceremony  6th  May. 

Nailsworth  U.D.  Work  commenced  on  the  Improvement  of  the  30  Pre-War 
Council  Houses  at  Tynings  Estate. 

Stroud  U.D.  Mr. V.G.Cater,  Additional  P.H.I.  resigned. 

JUNE: 

Thornburv  R.D.  Sea  Bank  Gas  Works,  Hallen,  opened. 

Nailsworth  U.D.  The  new  Public  Conveniences  in  Old  Market  were  opened 

in  time  for  the  Whitsun  holiday. 


JULY: 

Nailsworth  U.D.  During  the  course  of  routine  ice-cream  sampling  some 
trouble  was  experienced  with  one  manufacturer's  product  from  one 
premises.  Two  successive  unsatisfactory (Grade  IV  and  III)  samples 
were  obtained,  but,  after  negotiations  with  the  retailer  and  firm 
via  their  wholesale  branch,  and  a visit  from  a Works  Chemist,  the 
matter  was  successfully  resolved  and  no  further  poor  quality 
samples  were  obtained. 

Stroud  U.D.  Health  Exhibition  - Stroud  Show. 

Alleged  noise  nuisance  from  B.P. Plastics  Ltd., 
Lightpill,  Stroud. 

AUGUST: 

Durslev  R.D.  Formal  Action  was  taken  in  connection  with  an  unfit 

terraced  house  in  Wotton-Under-Edge,  and,  as  the  owner  did  not  submit 
a scheme  to  render  it  fit  for  human  habitation,  a Closing  Order  was 
made.  The  house  was  occupied  by  an  aged  man  and  his  adult  son,  and 
when  the  tenancy  of  a Council  dwelling  was  offered  the  aged  man 
refused  to  accept  it;  later  he  died  and  the  son  refused  to  leave  the 
dwelling  despite  the  Closing  Order.  Court  Action  was  taken  against 
the  son  and  he  was  fined  £5.  and  £5.  per  day  for  every  day  the 
offence  continued.  The  son  did  not  move  until  fines  amounting  to 
over  £200.  had  accrued. 

Nailsworth  U.D.  A new  appointment  was  made  to  the  Health  Department 
in  the  shape  of  Miss  J.  Gannaway  who  commenced  as  Clerk. 


SEPTEMBER: 

Nailsworth  U.D.  A report  was  prepared  and  made  to  Committee  by  the 
Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the  problem  of  storm 
water  in  sewers  and  remdial  measures  that  could  be  instituted,  ^his 
was  received  and  a copy  forwarded  to  the  District  Joint  Committee. 

Stroud  U.D.  Agreement  in  principle  that  the  new  mortuary  to  be 

constructed  by  Philip  Ford  & Son  be  used  by  the  Council  instead  of 
the  existing  Mortuary. 


OCTOBER : 

Nailsvorth  U«D»  At  the  end  of  the  month  a new  scheme  for  meat 

inspection  was  instituted  whereby  the  two  Inspectors  on  the  line  at 
Hilliers  ceased  to  be  provided  with  a break  during  the  afternoon 
kill  and  were  paid  a bonus  in  its  place. 

Stroud  U.D.  Food  Hygiene  Course,  Stroud,  for  Catering  Workers. 

NOVEMBER: 

Thornburv  R.D.  Castle  School,  Thornbury.  Opening  Ceremony  in  November# 

Durslev  R.D.  During  the  year  complaints  were  received  from  Coaley 

Parish  Council  with  reference  to  water  percolating  through  the  surface 
of  the  road  at  Hamshill#  The  Water  Board  could  not  trace  a leak  on 
their  water  main  and  no  foul  drainage  could  be  traced  to  the  site# 

After  discussion  with  the  Water  Board  it  was  thought  that  the  water 
could  be  from  a disused  water  main  replaced  a few  years  ago  and  they 
agreed  to  open  up.  Upon  opening  up  the  trouble  was  found  to  be  from 
an  old  stone  culvert  carrying  spring  water  and  the  matter  was  then 
passed  to  the  Divisional  Highways  Surveyor  who  put  the  matter  right. 

Nailsworth  U.D.  The  Report  by  the  Association  of  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  ’’Environmental  Health”  which  included  our  statistics 
was  received  by  the  Council. 

DECEMBER: 

Thornburv  R.D.  After  a period  of  continuous  rain  during  the  week  of 
December  12th  - 19th,  exceptionally  heavy  rain  was  experienced  from 
the  16th  to  the  19th.  These  conditions  with  negligible  absorption  in 
the  ground  caused  extensive  flooding  of  agricultural  land  in  the  areas 
of  Ladden  Brook  and  Bradley  Brook#  ^he  worst  hit  area  was  the  Severn 
Vale  where  flooding  extended  from  Berkeley  to  Oldbury,  Olveston  and 
. Pilning.  It  would  appear  that  the  water  level  at  Berkeley  was  2 feet 
higher  than  any  previously  recorded  flooding.  It  was  extremely 
fortunate  that  these  conditions  did  not  coincide  with  High  tides  in 
the  River  Severn  and  that  only  limited  numbers  of  properties  were 
actually  flooded.  Portable  gas  heaters  were  obtained  to  dry  out  the 
worst  afflicted  properties. 

The  Council  has  agreed  to  take  part  in  discussions  to  consider  what 
steps  shall  be  taken  to  avoid  a recurrence.  Considerable  areas  of  the 
Severn  Vale  might  conceivably  benefit  from  a comprehensive  review  and 
re-design  of  the  land  drainage  system# 

Nailsworth  U.D. 

After  about  43  hours  of  rain,  during  which  some  4 inches  fell  on 
Nailsworth  and  the  surrounding  catchment  area,  during  the  evening  of 
18th  December  the  low  lying  areas  of  the  town  were  flooded.  Because  of 
the  steep  "run-offs”  and  the  fact  that  the  streams  from  four  valleys 
meet  in  Nailsworth,  there  is  always  a flood  risk,  the  previous  flood 
occurring  in  1931>  and  before  that  in  1862. 

We  realised  early  in  the  morning  of  the  18th  December,  a Saturday  which 
was  the  morning  after  the  Council's  Annual  Dinner J that  we  might  get 
the  floods  and  every  available  workman  and  officer  of  the  Department 
was  called  to  duty.  Emergency  headquarters  were  set  up  in  the 
Highways  Depot  near  the  "bad  pisk”  area  and  some  of  us  were  then  on 
duty  practically  non-stop  for  33  hours. 
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Nailsworth  U.D. 

All  occupiers  were  warned  of  the  risk  and  up-to-date  bulletins  were  given 
to  them  on  several  occasions , sandbags  were  filled  and  issued  and  all 
other  reasonable  precautions  taken.  In  the  late  evening  water  came  up 
through  culvert  manholes  and  the  streams  overflowed  the  banks.  By  this 
time  most  occupiers  had  moved  furniture  and  food, etc.,  upstairs.  Besides 
assisting  occupiers  we  knocked  down  walls  and  did  all  in  our  power  to 
get  the  water  away  and  minimise  damage  from  the  flood.  In  the  early 
stages  I realised  that  the  flood  would  cut  the  town  in  two  so  our 
resources  were  split  both  sides  of  the  flood  area.  39  dwellings  and 
29  business  premises  were  flooded  to  a greater  or  lesser  degree,  the 
water  level  reaching  5 feet  in  some  premises. 

Realizing  that  some  people  might  be  made  temporarily,  if  not 
permanently,  homeless,  the  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Council  with  the  assistance 
of  his  wife  and  the  Warden  set  up  a Reception  Centre  in  the  Old  Folks 
Centre  and  the  Area  Civil  Defence  Officer  provided  blankets,  etc.  In  the 
event  only  three  people  used  the  Centre. 

As  the  flood  subsided  on  the  19th  December  the  Council  staff  albng  with 
other  volunteers  assisted  in  cleaning  and  mopping  up  operations.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  other  Councillors  assisted  in  relief  work. 
One  Councillor  arranged  the  loan  of  hot  air  drying  machines,  which  for 
some  days  the  Council  staff  operated,  where  required  by  occupiers.  Also 
1 cwt.  of  coal  was  delivered  by  Council  staff  to  all  householders  who 
needed  it.  Hot  meals  were  available  in  the  Centre  if  required. 

Due  to  the  advance  warning  most  foodstuffs  in  shops  were  not  affected 
by  the  flood,  but  we  had  to  inspect  and  condemn  some  items. 

Stroud  U.D.  Mrs.  M.J.Cooper,  Senior  Clerk/Shorthand  Typist  resigned.

GENERAL  STATISTICS. 


These  tables  show  a steady  expansion  of  population  most  marked 
in  the  South  of  the  Division  and  shading  off  to  a static  position  at 
Nailsworth. 

The  Division  as  a whole  stands  at  106,000  and  is  thus  decisively 
over  the  100,000  population  mark,  and  I think  we  can  no  longer  afford  to 
ignore  the  need  to  plan  carefully  how  we  divide  our  land  between  agriculture, 
housing,  industry  and  amenity.  The  beauty  of  the  English  Countryside 
comes  from  its  happr mixture  of  all  these  features,  but  nevertheless  with 
this  population  growth  in  Central  Gloucestershire,  we  must  zone  our 
development  carefully  if  this  countryside  is  to  be  preserved.

No  significant  change  in  the  nature  of  employment  is  shewn  this 
year.  Quarrying  has,  however,  been  increasingly  active  in  association  with 
the  extensive  road  development  in  the  region. 

I think  the  pattern  of  peoples ’ lives  is  altering  for  the  increased 
populations  in  the  villages.  Play  groups  are  rapidly  developing,  suggesting 
that  mothers  are  not  satisfied  with  their  children  at  home  once  they  are  at 
the  toddler  stage.  It  seems  probable  that  for  small  children  to  have  short 
sessions  of  play  in  a group  is  an  advantage  to  them  but  I would  not  like  to 
see  many  small  children  compelled  to  remain  in  Day  Nurseries  all  day 
because  the  mother  is  compelled  to  go  to  work. 

I attach  a report  from  the  Ministry  of  Labour  Offices  in  Stroud, 
kindly  supplied  by  the  Manager,  Miss  Hartill,  for  which  I am  most  grateful: 

•'The  Stroud  area  is  one  which  offers  many  opportunities  in  the 
employment  field.  Throughout  1965  the  industrial  scene  has  been  one 
of  development  and  expansion,  and  a period  in  which  employers  have, 
at  all  times,  had  full  order  books. 

"Labour  supply  became  a dominant  feature  in  the  overall  employment 
picture.  All  through  the  year  there  has  been  an  acute  shortage  of 
available  workers.  T^q  n0rmal  "turn-over"  of  labour,  and  young  people 
leaving  school  proved  to  be  inadequate  effectively  to  supply  the 
increasing  pressure  of  demand  from  employers.  Many  employers  began 
running  transport  from  outlying  towns  and  villages  into  Stroud  in  an 
attempt  to  meet  labour  deficiencies.  With  the  same  end  in  view  they 
also,  in  conjunction  with  the  Stroud  and  District  Technical  College, 
began  implementing  the  provisions  of  the  Industrial  Training  Act,  1964> 
with  emphasis  on  up-grading  adult  workers.  There  has  also  been 
continuing  discussion  about  the  possibility  of  bringing  in  workers  from 
areas  of  high  unemployment,  although  this  brings  to  the  forefront  the 
problem  of  re-housing  these  transferees. 

"The  unemployment  index  for  the  area  throughout  the  year  hovered 
between  0.5$  and  0»4$  - which  was  less  than  one  third  of  the  National 
and  Regional  Unemployment  percentage."

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VITAL  S T A T I S T I G S . 


These  Statistics  in  general  show  a very  satisfactory 
picture#  The  large  fluctuations  in  the  rates  are  in  the  main  due 
to  being  calculated  on  too  small  population  groups#  However , there 
appears  to  be  some  improvement  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  both 
nationally  and  locally#  For  the  first  time  in  a decade  the  total 
births  and  the  birth  rate  show  a slight  reduction,  but  whether  this 
is  going  to  be  part  of  a downward  curve  in  the  trend  or  just  a 
fluctuation  it  is  too  early  to  say#  It  is,  however,  a point  that 
needs  most  careful  watching  as  so  much  development  is  based  on  the 
calculation  of  populations  well  into  the  future# 

The  difference  in  the  age  structure  of  the  population  in 
the  different  Districts  is  brought  out  in  the  various  tables  and 
this,  I think,  makes  it  difficult  to  draw  any  conclusions  regarding 
the  relative  healthiness  of  different  areas  without  a most  careful 
analysis  of  these  age  structures,  but  Lung  Cancer  cases  occur  at 
the  rate  of  1 for  every  2,700  people  in  Thornbury,  but  the  rate  in 
the  Stroud  Rural  District  is  1 to  every  2,000  people#  Before, 
however,  one  could  blame  atmospheric  pollution  and  start  looking 
for  the  incriminating  evidence  in  the  North,  this  figure  would  have 
to  be  corrected  for  the  higher  proportion  of  older  people  in  the 
Stroud  Rural  District#  It  may  be  that  a further  investigation 
from  a point  of  view  of  geographical  distribution  of  the  individual 
cases,  however,  could  be  of  interest#  We  cannot,  however,  ignore 
the  fact  that  the  total  number  of  Lung  Cancer  cases  show  a very 
sharp  rise  for  the  Division  from  31  cases  last  year  to  51  this  year. 
The  figures  for  the  decade  showed  a fairly  static  phase  following 
a sharp  increase,  as  this  year,  in  the  58/59  period,  now  once  more 
we  make  another  big  leap  forward# 

One  wonders  what  posterity  will  make  of  this  generation 
which,  knowing  the  cost  to  itself  of  cigarette  smoking,  is  yet  unable 
to  exert  the  necessary  self-discipline  to  prevent  this  toll  of  human 
life#

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  . 


No  unusual  Infectious  Diseases  occurred  during  the  year.  It 
was  an  epidemic  year  for  Measles , however,  and  when  the  Division  as  a 
whole  is  looked  at  there  is  a sustained  incidence  of  this  Disease 
almost  throughout  the  year,  although  the  incidence  recorded  by  the  month 
for  each  District  shows  also  how  the  disease  tends  to  spread  through  the 
County  progressively#  Thus  the  month  of  greatest  incidence  in  the 
Thornbury  area  was  February,  whereas  in  the  Stroud  area  it  reached  its 
peak  in  June.  For  the  Division  as  a whole,  June/July  showed  maximal 
incidence. 

Typhoid  Contacts  were  under  surveillance  in  the  Slimbridge  and 
Berkeley  areas  following  a case  in  a holiday  camp  elsewhere  in  the 
country. 

An  unidentified  virus  caused  outbreaks  of  gastro-enteritis 
especially  in  the  South  of  the  Division  but  all  investigations  were 
negative. 

One  case  of  Brucellosis  was  reported  but  the  milk  supply  was 
investigated  and  the  appropriate  follow  up  action  taken.

TUBERCULOSIS  . 

The  numbers  on  the  Register  are  given  in  the  following  tables  from 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  cases  stand  at  563  compared  with  559 
in  1964.  Although  this  is  only  an  increase  of  four  cases  I think  a better 
picture  of  the  position  with  regard  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  of  the 
Division  is  given  by  consideration  of  the  "new  case"  figures.  Here  we  see 
that  the  total  new  cases  this  year  is  33  compared  with  22  last  year*  Of 
these  33  cases,  29  have  been  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared  with 
only  15  cases  last  year,  thus,  although  there  is  a continuing  reduction 
in  the  number  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  cases  there  has  nearly  been  a 
doubling  of  the  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurring  in  the  Division. 
This  is  a matter  for  concern  and  I think  makes  it  clear  that  we  are  by  no 
means  definitely  set  on  the  road  to  the  eradication  of  Tuberculosis.  The 
breakdown  of  these  figures  into  the  age  group  incidence  once  more  shows 
that  it  is  now  the  middle  and  old  age  groups  that  provide  the  cases  to-day. 
If  we  are  to  succeed  in  the  eradication  of  this  disease  it  is  obvious  that 
we  must  be  most  vigilant  in  discovering  and  isolating  all  cases  with  a 
positive  sputum.  Although  there  are  a few  cases  with  drug  resistant 
organisms  I do  not  think  that  these  are  in  sufficient  numbers  to  be 
responsible  for  this  upsurge  of  new  cases  here. 

Due  to  the  importance  of  preventing  the  spread  of  Tuberculosis 
the  Councils  may  be  assured  that  I will  not  hesitate  to  use  the  compulsory 
powers  they  have  given  me  if  it  should  prove  necessary  in  any  case  to 
ensure  that  the  public  are  protected  from  the  dangers  of  the  spread  of 
this  infection.

I am  sure 
that  Members  will  appreciate  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  that  is  put  in 
in  an  endeavour  to  discover  the  odd,  and  otherwise,  undetected  case  of 
Tuberculosis,  but  quite  significant  numbers  of  other  infections  and 
conditions  are,  of  course,  also  uncovered  by  this  Survey  method.

These  Tables  cover  a most  important  aspect  of  preventive  health 
as,  with  the  virtual  elimination  of  some  of  the  infectious  diseases  from 
the  community,  it  is  essential  to  keep  up  an  adequate  level  of  immunity 
in  the  population  by  innoculation0 

Smallpox : 

The  total  number  of  children  under  15  protected  against  Smallpox 
shows  a small  increase  this  year,  but  it  is  still  too  low0  The  prevention 
of  Smallpox  in  this  country  still  depends  on  a two  pronged  policy, 
firstly,  on  having  a sufficient  number  of  people  protected  by  vaccination 
in  childhood  to  hinder  the  spread  in  an  otherwise  susceptible  population, 
aqd,  secondly,  to  ring  any  notified  cases  with  freshly  vaccinated  contacts® 

A third  weapon  against  Smallpox  is  now  becoming  available  in  the  new  drugs 
which  appear  to  be  effective  if  taken  early  in  the  incubation  period® 

Tetanus ; 

Although  only  some  20  cases  of  Tetanus  occur  in  the  whole  country 
in  a year  innoculations  against  Tetanus  continue  to  be  given  to  children 
together  with  their  other  innoculations®  In  view  of  the  very  high  mortality 
rate  for  this  disease  this  is  a very  wise  precaution  and  w©  should  hope 
gradually  to  build  up  a good  general  level  of  immunity  in  the  population 
as  a whole  against  this  disease® 

Diphtheria t 

The  level  of  Diphtheria  innoculation  is  barely  satisfactory® 
Continual  publicity  and  health  education  on  the  subject  directed  towards 
young  mothers  is  most  essential®  The  modern  mother  has  no  knowledge  of 
the  significance  of  diphtheria,  and,  therefore,  only  brings  her  child  in 
for  innoculation  if  this  is  constantly  presented  to  her  as  part  of  the 
normal  pattern  of  child  upbringing® 

Pertussis ; 

The  level  of  innoculation  against  Pertussis  is  the  same  virtually 
as  for  diphtheria^  but  this  last  year  has  seen  a few  more  cases  of 
whooping  cough  notified®  Some  investigation  is  proceeding  on  the 
efficacy  of  the  present  standard  innoculation  used  in  order  to  determine 
whether  the  vaccine  used  should  be  strengthened® 
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Figures  in  brackets  denote  done  at  Clinics  and  included  in  totals

accident  but  to  the  cause  that  led  to  that  accidento  A survey  of  accidents 
and  their  causes  is  one  way  of  ascertaining  the  existence  of  avoidable 
hazards  in  the  environment  and  thus  a step  towards  their  eliminationo

During  the  year  a campaign  on  the  dangers  of  leaving  drugs  exposed 
in  the  home  was  also  mounted*  and*  with  the  co-operation  of  the  chemists* 
people  were  urged  to  return  unwanted  drugs  to  their  chemists® 

In  the  Thornbury  District*  Home  Safety  was  taken  as  a subject  in 
the  Duke  of  Edinburgh's  Award  Scheme | several  girls  were  examined  in  this 
subject  both  for  Bronae  Awards  and  Silver  and  Gold  Awards®  *

HEALTH  EDUCATION  <> 

Informal  Health  Education  proceeds  continually  in  all  the  Health 
Departments*  but  in  most  Districts  this  has  been  supplemented  by  special 
talks  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors ® A Course  for  Food  Handlers  was 
held  in  Stroud  at  which  the  Public  Health  Departments  of  both  the  Urban 
District  and  the  Rural  District  combined  with  the  Public  Health  laboratory 
Service  to  provide  a panel  of  instructors®  Some  1.6  to  20  students  attended 
and  I hope  this  type  of  Course  can  be  perpetuated  and  extended®  Preparations 
are  also  being  made  for  some  newspaper  articles  on  topics  of  general 
public  health  insterest  in  the  District® 

A Health  Exhibition  was  mounted  at  the  Stroud  Show  and  evoked 
sustained  Interest  throughout  the  day®  I was  particularly  grateful  for 
the  work  of  the  Stroud  Public  Health  Department  both  before  and  on  the 
day  of  the  Show®  In  the  Exhibition  we  combined  with  the  County  Health 
Department  and  dealt  with  environmental  health  and  some  of  the  personal 
health  services®  We  were  also  supported  by  a model  of  one  of  the  small 
moveable  sewage  disposal  plants  from  one  of  the  industrialists  for  which 
I was  most  grateful® 
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Talks  to  young  people  have  also  been  given  in  various  schools  on 
aspects  of  the  art  of  living  and  a considerable -amount  of  health  education 
has  also  been  given  to  young  married  couples*  young  wives  groups  and 
Mothers’  unions,  etc.  Members  of  the  staff  who  have  given  particular 
talks  this  year  include  Mr»  Huntington  from  ^hornbury,  Mr.  Howell  from 
Stroud  Rural,  and  Mr.  Portlock  from  the  Stroud  Urban,, 


VOLUNTARY  SERVICES  , 

The  Districts  are  fortunate  in  having  a wide  variety  of  voluntary 
welfare  work  undertaken  on  behalf  of  a large  range  of  needy  people . 

The  T.B.  After  Care  Committees  have,  in  two  areas,  widened  their  interest 
to  cover  general  after  care  and  are  thus  able  to  meet  need  when  it  occurs 
after  illness,  whatever  the  nature  of  that  illness . They  provide  extra 
nourishment,  extra  comforts,  relieve  anxiety  in  various  ways,  and  also 
provide  holidays,  or  assist  in  the  provision  of  holidays  by  combining  with 
the  County  Scheme  for  Rest  and  Recuperative  Holidays „ 

The  Physically  Handicapped  Committees  have  provided  companionship 
and  many  other  necessities  for  people  who  come  within  their  range  of  help. 

Old  people  in  all  areas  have  benefited  from  a great  variety  of 
services  provided  by  Old  Peoples'  Welfare  Committees,  Social  Clubs,  and 
so  on.  Home  visiting  has  provided  help  and  companionship . 

Sheltered  Workshops  at  Stroud  continue  to  provide  a satisfactory 
outlet  for  a very  happy  band  of  workers . 

The  house-bound  in  the  Stroud  area  have  been  helped  by  special 
effort  which  provides  them  with  a day  out  and  two  meals  on  one  day  a 
month  when  they  have  an  opportunity  to  talk  and  meet  their  fellows. 

With  the  development  of  more  special  housing  schemes  and  associated 
community  centres,  voluntary  Committees  are  active  in  stimulating 
entertainment  and  community  activity  at  these  Centres . 


DURSLEY  PHYSIOTHERAPY  CENTRE,, 

The  following  report  on  the  work  of  the  Dursley  Physiotherapy  Centre 
has  kindly  been  supplied  by  Mr^oCttBywwn,  and,  I think,  speaks  for  itself 
about  the  importance  of  this  Centre  to  the  people  in  the  Districto 

"During  the  year  544  patients  made  5,663  attendances  and  received  i 
11,276  treatments.  There  were  497  fresh  cases  and  47  remained  under 
treatment  from  1964.  The  average  weekly  number  of  cases  was  67  and 
the  attendances  were  109. 

Comparison  with  the  figures  for  1964  show  an  increase  of  31 
fresh  cases,  70  attendances  and  196  treatments.  The  number  of 
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fresh  cases  was  the  highest  recorded  since  the  opening  of  the 
Clinic  in  1948 0 

Of  the  total  numbers  treated,  120  were  private  patients 
referred  by  their  own  doctors,  13  were  treated  under  the 
arrangements  existing  with  the  Dursley  and  Cam  Football  Clubs, 

10  as  ex  gratia  patients  and  the  remaining  401  cases  under  the 
National  Health  Service  by  arrangements  with  the  South  Western 
Regional  Hospital  Board o 

The  National  Health  Service  patients  were  referred  by  the 
Consultants  at  the  hospitals  at  Gloucester,  Stroud,  Standish, 
Tetbury,  Berkeley,  Bristol,  Bath,  Southmead,  Frenchay,  Cossham, 
Winford,  Cheltenham  and  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  Norman  Hill, 
Dursley0 

Of  these,  the  greatest  number  of  236  were  referred  through 
the  Gloucester  Hospitals  Group,  and  show  an  increase  of  16,  the 
second  largest  group  of  64  came  from  the  Bristol  Hospital,  a 
decrease  of  31 o The  remainder  were  referred  from  the  other  sources 
listedo  There  were  27  referred  from  the  Clinic  at  Norman  Hill, 
Dursleyo 

At  the  three  weekly  evening  clinics, there  were  641 
attendances,  when  52  patients  received  1,232  treatments . This 
service  is  appreciated  by  the  patients,  who  because  of  their 
work  or  family  commitments,  are  not  able  to  attend  during  the  dayc 

A study  of  the  analysis  of  conditions  treated  shows  that 
the  spinal  joint  conditions  were  the  largest  number  followed  by 
minor  injuries  of  all  kinds,  arthritic  conditions  and  fractures 
in  that  order o A feature  of  other  cases  treated  is  the  increased 
number  of  patients  suffering  from  hemiplegia,  and  of  the  number  of 
arthritic  hips  now  treated  by  surgical  methods « 

Transportation  of  patients  by  the  Ambulance  Services  has 
been  satisfactory » Bad  weather  conditions  and  emergency  calls  have 
caused  occasional  interruption  of  treatment <>  Some  transport  cases 
have  been  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  which  has  helped  to 
relieve  the  Ambulance  Service  of  some  long  distance  trips  for 
isolated  cases,  and  saved  long  waiting  periods  for  patients  after 
treatment  sessions o 

Equipment  remains  in  good  working  order,  and  apart  from  the 
replacement  of  a wax  bath,  no  large  expenditure  is  anticipated.. 

The  Medical  Loan  Service,  maintained  by  Miss  Woodward,  has 
made  191  loans  during  the  year,  and  shows  a considerable  increase 
in  demand  for  this  service 
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The  accompanying  Table  (No.  23)  shows  how  difficult  it  is  to  keep 
pace  with  progress.  In  this  context  there  is  also  always  a double 
progress,  an  increased  demand  for  housing  for  general  population  and 
increased  demand  for  a higher  standard  than  was  formerly  acceptable,  but 
on  the  other  side  there  is  a steady  progress  of  deterioration  of  our 
older  houses.  Many  more  houses  are  needed  and  it  would  seem  that  any 
waiting  list  above  3 or  4 per  thousand  population  is  probably  too  big. 

Looking  at  the  graph  tables  it  is  interesting  to  note  the 
preference  of  Stroud  Urban  District  for  the  Standard  Grant  procedure 
compared  with  other  Districts'  preference  for  the  Discretionary  Grant. 
This,  of  course,  may  be  related  to  the  large  number  of  small  urban 
properties  capable  of  only  limited  improvement  existing  in  the  Stroud 
Urban  District.

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WATER  - SOURCES  . 


The  Division  is  now  supplied  by  two  Water  Undertakings , the  Bristol 
Waterworks  Company  in  the  South,  and  the  North  West  Gloucestershire  Water 
Board  in  the  North.  With  the  development  of  the  Littleton  supply  in  the 
South  some  three-quarters  of  the  water  consumed  in  the  Division  now  comes 
from  the  River  Severn,  either  via  Tewkesbury,  or  via  the  Gloucester/ 
Sharpness  Canal  from  Purton,  for  which  the  water  is  taken  in  from  the 
Severn  at  Gloucester;  the  only  other  main  sources  of  supply  are  from  the 
underground  sources  in  Dursley  and  the  Stroud  Valley.  The  use  of  river 
water  is  essential  to  keep  up  with  the  greatly  increased  demand  for  water 
but  it  does  pose  problems  in  the  treatments  not  experienced  when  the  older 
sources  were  used.  I append  a short  report  from  the  ^hief  Chemist  to  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  which  indicates  some  of  the  work  that  is  undertaken  in 
an  attempt  to  make  the  river  water  not  only  safe  but  palatable . 

The  Slimbridge  area,  in  particular,  and  also  the  Stonehouse  area 
have  been  troubled  again  this  year  with  discolouration  and  deposit  in  the 
water.  This  matter  is  referred  to  under  the  individual  reports  but  I 
would  like  to  emphasize  that  a tremendous  amount  of  work  is  being  undertaken 
by  the  Water  Undertakings  to  deal  with  this  problem.  The  difficulties  are 
in  large  measure  related  to  the  peculiar  behaviour  of  manganese  in  the 
river  water  supply  which  would  appear  to  go  through  the  ordinary  treatment 
works  in  solution,  become  deposited  on  the  lining  of  the  mains,  and 
subsequently  separate  off  in  the  water  as  a black  deposit.  When  it  separates 
off  from  the  interior  of  the  pipes  it  often  brings  with  it  the  ordinary 
deposit  that  might  otherwise  have  remained  in  situ.  Exactly  what  causes 
it  to  behave  in  this  way  in  the  distribution  service  is  not  exactly  clear 
- it  may  be  related  to  temperature  changes. 

In  certain  works  the  problem  of  precipitating  all  the  manganese 
from  the  water  appears  to  have  been  solved  but  certain  answers  to  this 
problem  apply  only  to  certain  types  of  water.  I think  we  can  rest  assured 
that  a tremendous  amount  of  effort  is  being  put  into  solving  this  difficulty, 
but  it  may  well  be  a year  or  two  before  it  is  finally  overcome,  and  I 
think  it  is  probable  that  considerable  expenditure  of  money  will  be  needed 
to  eradicate  this  nuisance. 

Meanwhile*  however,  the  public  can  feel  reassured  that  almost 
without  exception  the  samples  from  the  main  supply  have  been  of  a high 
quality  and  at  no  time  have  we  had  any  samples  showing  any  pollution 
dangerous  or  injurious  to  health. 

Report  from  the  Chief  Chemist  to  the  Bristol  Waterworks. 

"The  new  Littleton  Treatment  Works,  treating  water  from  the 
Sharpness  Canal,  were  opened  by  the  Duke  of  Beaufort  in  March 
since  when  a high  proportion  of  the  supply  to  the  Thornbury 
Rural  District  Council’s  area  has  been  derived  from  them. 

These  Works  are  very  elaborate,  the  treatment  including 
aeration,  prechlorination,  clarification  with  partial 
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softening,  treatment  with  activated  carbon  when  necessary, 
rapid  gravity  filtration  and  finally  super  chlorination 
followed  by  dechlorination  with  sulphur  dioxide,  the 
treatment  with  chemicals  being  largely  under  automatic 
control.. 

Laboratory  supervision  is  continuous  and  during  all 
this  period  the  bacteriological  results  on  daily  samples 
have  been  satisfactory,  Nevertheless  some  people  have 
noted  a difference  in  taste  and  smell  between  this 
surface  derived  supply  and  the  spring  water  to  which  they 
had  been  formerly  used  but  which,  owing  to  the  greatly 
increased  demand  in  the  neighbourhood,  is  no  longer 
sufficient  for  all  the  areaQ 

Investigations  are  continuing,  using  a pilot  plant 
at  the  Littleton  Works,  on  various  aspects  of  this 
problem  to  procure  a further  improvement,"

I am  grateful  to  Mr0  Powell*  former  Deputy  Clerk  to  the  Stroud 
Rural  District  Council*  for  the  report  regarding  the  weather  at  the 
northern  end  of  the  Division.,  Now  that  he  is  retired  I hope  that  he 
will  still  continue  to  supply  us  with  these  reports  year  by  year*  and 
also  long  continue  to  enjoy  his  retirement®  We  are  grateful  to  the 
Royal  Air  “Force  for  providing  the  figures  for  the  Thornbury  District. 

The  phenomenal  rainfall  in  December  1965  was*  of  course*  the 
reason  for  the  serious  floods  that  occurred  throughout  the  Division. 

A short  report  about  the  floods  is  given  in  the  Public  Health  Diary 
at  the  front  of  this  report. 


LICENSED  PREMISES. 

The  main  Brewery  in  the  District  has  continued  to  be  helpful 
and  co-operative  with  us  regarding  the  problems  of  providing  up  to 
date  and  adequate  sanitation  in  the  various  country  public  houses.  We 
have  been  meeting  them  twice  a year  and  our  main  activity  has  been 
directed  towards  improving  the  houses  in  the  northern  half  of  the 
District.  I feel,  that  although  there  are  one  or  two  outstanding 
problems  and  that  perhaps  the  programme  has  not  proceeded  quite  as  fast 
as  one  hoped  to  start  with*  nevertheless  we  have  made  a very  satisfactory 
progress  over  the  past  few  years  and  there  are  now  very  few  public  houses 
in  the  area  that  do  not  come  up  to  an  adequate  standard  as  far  .as 
sanitation  is  concerned.  One  or  two  difficult  problems  remain* but  we 
shall  continue  to  discuss  and  press  for  resolution*  We  shall  now  be 
turning  our  attention  in  the  coming  year  to  some  of  the  problems 
further  south. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT. 

COMPULSORY  REMOVAL. 

No  Compulsory  Removals  were  effected  under  the  National 
Assistance  Act  in  1965*  but  one  person  was  brought  before  the  Magistrates 
under  the  Public  Health  Act*  1961*  and  compelled  to  enter  Hospital 
for  treatment  of  infectious  Tuberculosis. 
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LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 


A Public  Health  Laboratory  has  now  been  established  in  the 
Gloucester  area  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Wright  and  some  of  the 
work  from  the  northern  end  of  the  district  is  being  directed  to  his 
Laboratory.  We  are  grateful  for  his  help  and  advice. 

In  the  south,  we  continue  to  benefit  from  the  laboratory 
facilities  supplied  by  the  Public  Analyst,  Mr.  Whittle,  and  the 
bacteriological  Services  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Cayton,  both  of 
whom  we  are  most  grateful  for  helpful  advice  and  services.

Mr<>  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  contribution  to  the 
Annual  Report,,  This,  however,  will  be  the  last  occasion  when  it  will  be 
possible  for  me  to  submit  it  in  the  capacity  of  the  joint  appointment  As 
members  will  appreciate,  a new  appointment  has  been  made  to  take  over  the 
duties  of  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  this  area  which  has  recently  so  rapidly 
changed  from  the  typical  rural  district  which  existed  when  I first  took 
office  thirty  years  ago«  There  is  a certain  nostalgia  in  recalling  the 
district  as  it  once  was,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  striving  and 
efforts  of  these  paat  years  contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  providing 
the  facilities  which  enabled  the  developments  to  take  place.  ^he  long  term 
programmes  of  schemes  are  continuing,,  Mains  water  is  now  available  to  all 
except  the  isolated  properties,  and  even  in  these  cases  the  Council  has 
adopted  a scheme  for  capital  contributions  to  facilitate  the  provision  of 
a supply.  The  programme  for  the  sewering  of  the  villages  has  fallen  well 
behindj  the  outstanding  case  being  Severn  Beach  and  Pilning  where,  after 
seven  years,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  ascertain  the  development  proposals 

In  regard  to  Housing,  the  Overspill  Development  at  Patchway  for 
Bristol  City  Council  has  just  been  completed,  a large  part  of  it  on  the 
basis  of  pedestrian/vehicle  segregation,  -^his  development  continues  the 
trends  initiated  at  Streamleaze,  Thornbury,  and  again  a pedestrian  under- 
pass is  being  provided.  Provided  the  amenity  areas  are  properly  landscaped, 
planted  and  maintained,  the  developments  are  attractive  and  open  in 
character.  The  success  of  these  larger  scheme  must  not  make  us  lose  sight 
of  the  very  great  need  for  smaller  groups  of  housing  in  the  villages,  both 
to  meet  the  need  to  rehouse  persons  from  unfit  properties  and  to  satisfy  the 
desire  of  many  that  prefer  life  in  villages  to  that  in  large  housing  estates 

Mention  should  be  made  to  the  heavy  rainfalls  of  December  and  the 
resultant  flooding  of  agricultural  land  and  houses.  A detailed  report  was 
given  to  the  Committees  in  January,  1966.  It  is  possible  that  these 
conditions  will  necessitate  some  further  thought  being  given  to  the  design 
basis  for  storm  water  sewers,  and  possibly  conferences  with  the  Internal 
Drainage  Board  and  River  Authority  to  improve  the  land  drainage  of  the  area. 

Details  of  action  under  the  various  other  headings  are  dealt  with 
later  in  the  Report.  I would,  however,  draw  particular  attention  to  the  work 
of  the  Inspectorate  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Section  was  supplemented  by  the 
engagement  of  a Technical  Assistant,  in  an  effort  to  overcome  the  shortage 
of  qualified  staff,  and  to  release  qualified  staff  for  more  specialized 
duties. 


The  Council  has  also  authorized  the  sponsoring  of  a young  lady  for 
a Degree  Course  in  Environmental  Health  at  Aston  University. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Mr.  0.  B.  Downing  has  not  recovered 
sufficiently  to  resume  his  duties  and  retired  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  Pests  Officer  assisted  by  an  Operator  has 
enabled  a long  overdue  survey  to  be  made  of  farm  and  other  premises 
and  these  reservoirs  of  infestation  are  now  well  under  control. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Members  for  their  support 
and  courtesy,  and  to  the  Staff  for  their  loyalty  and  zeal.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  . 

REFUSE  COLLECTION: 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  now  operating  throughout  the 
District.  This  commenced  in  June  after  delivery  of  two  new  "Pakamatic" 

S.  & D.  35  cubic  yard  refuse  vehicles.  Prior  to  this  a large  number  of 
complaints  were  received  in  the  Department  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
service,  principally  from  the  developing  urban  areas.  There  remains  to 
be  considered  the  abolition  of  "kerbside  collections"  which  in  this  day 
and  age  should  not  be  tolerated.  It  is  particularly  hard  on  the  households 
where  there  are  elderly,  infirm  and  sick  people.  Trial  schemes  were 
operated  during  the  year  in  limited  areas,  with  the  use  of  polythene  bags 
as  dustbin  liners.  If  one  can  avoid  the  necessity  of  a double  journey  to 
collect  the  dustbin  at  the  rear  of  the  premises  the  financial  implications 
of  a back  door  collection  are  not  particularly  burdensome.  In  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  it  was  decided  that  future  responsibility  for  this 
service  would  be  under  the  new  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  ^he  Public  Health 
Department,  however,  will  continue  to  take  a lively  interest  in  the 
Public  Health  aspects  of  Refuse  Collection  and  will  hope  to  see  the 
further  improvement  in  this  service  which  the  Officers  were  busy 
preparing  for  at  the  time  of  the  change.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL; 

There  is  urgent,  need  to  find  more  long  term  sites  for  tipping. 
With  several  examples  of  successful  controlled  tipping  in  the  District 
and  other  neighbouring  areas  the  old  fashioned  prejudice  against  Refuse 
Tips  should  be  altering  and  it  might  be  possible  to  find  places  where 
controlled  tipping  can  be  carried  out  with  no  significant  nuisance  to 
neighbours  during  the  life  of  the  Tip  and  where,  when  the  work  is 
completed,  there  should  be  available  afterwards  a permanent  improvement 
in  the  contours  of  the  land-  Tipping  can  be  a most  valuable  means  of 
building  up  low  lying  ground  or  levelling  out  hillier  fields,  although, 
of  course,  good  tipping  cannot  take  place  into  water-

HOUSING  . 

Despite  the  very  high  level  of  Council  House  building  the  demand 
for  Council  Houses  continues  to  increase o ihe  present  number  of  people  on 
the  waiting  list  being  789  - an  increase  of  67  over  1964°  During  the  year 
the  majority  of  the  663  overspill  houses  at  Patchway  were  completed,, 

163  of  these  houses  were  allocated  for  general  use , the  number  of  applicants 
in  this  area  continues  to  rise® 

Private  Enterprise  building  decreased  somewhat  over  the  preceding 
year,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  difficult  financial  circumstances  prevailing 
throughout  the  country „ 

Slum  Clearance  continues  to  proceed  at  a steady,  if  somewhat, 
unspectacular  rate„  Considerable  difficulties  are  being  experienced  in 
certain  Parishes  due  to  lack  of  sufficient  Council  Houses,  in  which  to 
re-house  the  tenants „ If  we  are  to  continue  to  take  vigorous  action  on 
these  unfit  properties  and  also  to  have  regard  in  maintaining  the  population 
of  our  villages  as  well  as  meeting  the  wishes  of  the  majority  of  people 
affected,  some  urgent  action  is  called  for.  The  clearance  and  modernisation 
programme  in  parishes  such  as  Pilning,  Severn  Beach,  Olveston  and  Tockington 
are  examples  of  those  areas  in  which  re-housing  depends  on  Council  re-lets 
and  may  take  several  years  to  accomplish,. 

With  regard  to  properties  on  which  Demolition  Orders  are  made  it  is 
pleasing  to  record  how  few  of  these  are  having  to  be  demolished,.  In  the 
majority  of  cases,  these  older  houses  can  be  made  extremely  attractive  and 
provided  with  all  modern  amenities  with  substantial  financial  savings  over 
the  cost  of  a new  property,.  The  importance  of  saving  our  older  properties 
cannot  be  over-emphasizedo  The  policy  of  restricting  building  in  the  "Green 
Belt"  and  countryside  makes  the  retention  of  these  houses  of  vital 
importance o

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Despite  steady  progress  with  some  schemes  of  sewerage , there  have 
been  alarming  delays  and  frustrations  in  respect  of  others . 

The  Almondsbury  Scheme  has  been  completed,  but  it  has  not  yet  been 
found  possible  to  make  a connection  to  Hortham  Hospitalo  Queries  on  the  flow 
figures  and  in  the  supply  of  equipment  are  now  the  outstanding  causes 0 

A further  phase  of  extension  to  the  sewer  and  sewage  works  to  serve 
the  town  of  Thornbury  up  to  a population  of  7,000  has  been  completed 0 The 
sewers  and  sewage  works  will  now  have  to  be  further  increased  to  meet  the 
revised  planning  programme  of  the  County  Council  for  a population  of 
12,000  to  14,000. 

The  Scheme  to  serve  Olveston  and  Tockington  has  been  completed,, 

Schemes  have  been  designed  in  the  Office  to  serve  the  villages  of 
Hallen  and  Stone.  The  former  is  due  to  commence  in  January,,  1966 , and  the 
latter  has  been  the  subject  of  a local  investigation. 

During  the  year  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  the  Council’s  staff  to 
design  and  provide  a sewerage  scheme  and  works  to  deal  with  the  service  area 
And  Toll  area  of  the  Severn  Bridge.  The  opportunity  was  taken  to  include 
in  the  scheme  provision  for  the  sewering  of  the  village  of  Aust.  There  will 
be  a substantial  financial  assistance  from  the  Ministries,,  u.nd  they  have 
afforded  us  every  assistance  to  facilitate  the  implementation  of  the  scheme 
in  order  to  make  it  available  in  time  for  the  Official  Opening  of  the 
Severn  Bridge  in  August  or  September,  1966. 

The  preliminary  investigations  have  been  made  into  schemes  to  serve 
the  villages  of  Tytherington,  Cromhall  and  Rangeworthy,  but  staffing 
difficulties  have  made  it  impossible  to  give  any  degree  of  priority  to  these. 

The  Council’s  Consultants  have  in  hand  schemes  for  groups  of 
properties  at  Over  Lane,  Almondsbury,  and  Old  Down  in  the  Parish  of  Olveston. 
They  have  also  had  instructions  in  respect  of: 

(a)  Further  foul  and  storm  water  schemes  for  the  Town  of  Thornburyi 

(b)  Sewage  Treatment  Works  at  Sharpness j 

(c)  Foul  and  storm  water  sewering  of  Severn  Beach  with  the  sewering  of 
Redwick  and  New  Passage  and  the  provision  of  a Treatment  Works. 

(Despite  strenuous  efforts  and  various  consultations  and  conferences, 
it  has  not  yet  been  found  possible  to  finalise  the  population 
basis  of  design  for  this  work.  We  are  still  awaiting  the  Planning 
Authority ’ s proposals . ) 
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NOISE  . 


A Joint  Meeting  was  held  with  representatives  of  Sodbury  Rural 
District  Council  to  consider  the  noise  nuisance  arising  from  the  aircraft 
industry  and  landing  field  at  Patchway  and  Filton. 

Sodbury  Rural  District  Council  decided  not  to  participate  in  a 
scheme  to  engage  a consultant  and*  in  consequence , this  Council  decided 
to  take  the  initiative  and  engaged  Dro  Derwen  M.A.Mercer  to  investigate 
and  advise* 

A number  of  visits  were  made  to  the  firms  concerned  and  discussions 
held  with  various  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Bristol  Aircraft  Corporation 
and  Bristol  Siddeley  Engines  Ltdo  Substantial  agreement  was  reached  at 
these  meetings  on  mutally  acceptable  noise  levels  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Bristol  Siddeley  Engines  Ltd*  Works.  It  was  generally  accepted  that  some 
noise  was  inevitable,  this  background  noise  should  be  kept  within  the 
limits  set  out  in  the  Sir  Alan  Wilson  Report  on  Noise,  particular 
emphasis  being  made  on  the  noise  levels  in  the  evening  and  early  morning* 

We  are  now  awaiting  Dr*  Mercer's  official  report  and  recommendations* 

To  assist  the  Department  in  the  proper  investigation  of  noise 
complaints  and  in  the  building  up  of  proper  records  around  potential 
sources  of  noise  an  audiometer  was  needed*  A Dawes  Meter  has  now  been 
obtained,  capable  of  recordings  in  the  "A”  scale  of  decibels,  and  a 
programme  of  monitoring  has  already  been  instituted  in  the  Patchway 
and  Severn  Beach  areas,  in  particular* 


PEST  CONTROL  * 

Since  the  employment  of  a Pest  Operator  to  assist  the  Pests 
Officer  it  has  been  possible  to  extend  the  scope  of  this  work®  A complete 
survey  of  all  agricultural  holdings  was  instigated  in  January  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  310  had  been  inspected  out  of  a total  of  496*  Infestations 
were  found  in  a number  of  these,  eradication  being  undertaken  by  the 
Owner/Occupier  or  by  the  Department  on  a Casual  or  Contract  basis*  Complaints 
of  otfyer  pests  increased  considerably  over  the  previous  year,  particularly 
of  wasp  and  cluster  fly  infestation®  This  was,  no  doubt,  due  to  the  warm 
dry  summer  of  1964  which  helped  to  reduce  the  natural  mortality  rate®

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WATER  SUPPLY  . 


There  were  a number  of  complaints  particularly  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year  concerning  smells  and  tastes  from  water  supplied  by  the 
Littleton  Works.  Samples  taken  indicated  that  there  was  no  effect  on 
the  purity  of  the  water  although  the  taste  and  smell  was  unpleasant. 

The  Water  Company  have  investigated  the  matter , and,  in  fact*,  the  number 
of  complaints  decreased  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  this  may  have 
been  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Water  Company,  but  it  is  also  likely  to 
be  due  to  the  public  becoming  used  to  the  different  water. 

Complaints  have  also  been  received  concerning  particles  and 
discolouration  in  the  water  supply.  Flushing,  work  on  new  mains  and 
sudden  local  demands,  such  as  the  use  of  hydrants  in  the  road  were  found 
to  be  the  main  causes. 

Four  wells  have  been  sampled  and  three  were  found  to  be  polluted 
and  one  was  suspicious.  Two  of  the  polluted  wells  serving  these  houses 
have  been  replaced.  Two  houses  served  by  one  of  the  wells  now  have  mains 
water  laid  on,  and  the  other  well  which  served  four  properties  has  been 
replaced  by  a temporary  standpipe  in  lieu  of  re-housing  occupants 
following  Demolition  Order  action.  The  third  well  is  still  in  use,  the 
property  is  now  under  a Closing  Order  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  tenants 
will  be  re-housed  in  due  course. 

The  Swimming  Pool  at  Severn  Beach  was  sampled  during  the  summer  months 
and  some  improvement  was  gained  in  the  chlorine  level. 


CARAVANS  . 

As  in  previous  years,  I must  again  draw  attention  to  the  continuing 
difficulties  associated  with  the  illegal  camping  by  itinerant  traders  or 
’’didicois”.  This  is  a problem  which  occurs  regularly  during  the  autumn 
and  winter  months. 

During  the  last  few  years  known  families  have  regularly  moved  into 
the  Patchway  area  between  October  and  March,  apparently  in  search  of 
winter  quarters,  normally  moving  out  of  the  District  in  March  or  April. 
The  particular  problems  that  these  people  present  must  now  be  generally 
appreciated  especially  with  the  coverage  given  by  the  National  Press  and 
television.  Despite  this,  local  residents  continue  to  be  troubled  and  in 
some  cases  terrorized  by  these  people,  who  generally  respect  neither 
person  nor  property.  It  is  obvious  that  the  action  taken  on  numerous 
occasions  by  your  Officers,  in  co-operation  with  the  Gloucestershire 
Police^  of  forcibly  evicting  them  from  sites  does  not  provide  a permanent 
and  satisfactory  solution  if  indeed  a legal  one.  A variety  of  measures 
have  been  taken  to  deny  them  sites  but  unfortunately  there  are  always 
alternative  sites  available.  It  is  obvious  that  some  urgent  re-appraisal 
is  required  at  all  levels,  national,  county  and  district  to  find  an 
acceptable  solution. 
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CARAVANS  o 


During  the  year,  the  County  Council  took  part  in  the  National 
Survey  of  Itinerant  Caravan  Dwellers  and  the  result  of  the  Survey  will 
form  the  basis  of  a Report  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  on  this  problem * It  is  obvious  that  some  proper  provision 
must  be  made  for  these  people  so  that  they  can  live  in  their  Caravans  under 
decent  conditions  and  so  that*  if  possible,  they  can  be  re-integrated  with 
static  populations  once  more0  Such  integration  is  essential  if  the 
children  are  to  have  proper  schooling  and  upbringing  and  if  the  nuisance 
that  now  occurs  by  their  random  camping  is  not  to  be  greatly  increased 
in  succeeding  generations* 

With  a view  to  making  provision  for  a site  in  this  District  a Survey 
was  made  of  possible  sites o The  most  promising  one  Appeared  to  be  on  an 
area  of  land  near  Hallen,  perhaps  a little  isolated  but  it  had  several  other 
good  points,  and  it  was  intended  that  it  should  provide  a small  pilot 
scheme  - a site  for  about  12/20  caravans  for  dwellers  who  mainly  winter 
in  the  Thornbury  Districto 

Such  a site  would  present  many  problems j it  would  need  close 
supervision  at  first, but  your  Public  Health  Department  would  welcome  the 
challenge  to  make  a success  of  this  venture  as  it  would  be  a positive 
approach  to  solving  the  problem  in  contrast  to  the  distressing  yet,  at 
present,  necessary  process  of  forcibly  evicting  them  from  unauthorised 
sites*  However,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  decided  to  await  the 
Ministry’s  Report,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Report  will  not  be  long 
delayed,  and  that  when  it  is  received,  further  progress  can  be  made  with 
our  project* 

The  Licensed  Sites  throughout  the  District  are  improving  except 
possibly  in  the  Severn  Beach  area  where  difficulties  are  increased  by 
continuing  uncertainty  over  the  future  of  the  District*  The  presence  of 
sites  with  varying  lengths  of  Annual  Licences  adds  further  to  the 
difficulty  and  confusion,  thus  there  are  sites  with  12  month  Licences, 

9 month,  and  8 month  Licences* 

Pressure  to  obtain  12  month  Licences  for  the  shorter  licensed  sites 
is  mounting  and  several  Appeals  are  pending*  Prom  a Public  Health  point 
of  view  it  is  desirable  to  resolve  these  issues  speedily* 

Severn  Beach  needs  a sewer  and  controlled  limited  proper  housing 
development  to  make  a village  community*  Some  of  the  Caravan  Sites  should 
be  replaced  by  housing  development  to  a limited  extent*  Building  should 
not  take  place  between  the  railway  and  the  river  side, and  should  also  be 
restricted  anywhere  near  the  perimeter  fence  of  the  1*0*1*  Factory* 
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With  some  more  housing  development  the  area  could  carry  one  or 
two  12  month  Licensed  Sites,-  and,  if  desired,  perhaps  one  or  two  with 
really  short  Licences  for  4/5  months  to  be  run  purely  as  holiday  sites . 
It  is  questionable,  however,  with  the  modern  trend  of  greater  travel 
whether,  in  fact,  holiday  sites  are  needed  in  this  area  at  alio  The 
present  type  of  site  aggravates  the  social  problems  of  the  area  because 
of  the  type  of  people  it  attracts,  and  because  the  closure  of  the  sites 
in  the  autumn  produces  a flood  of  housing  and  welfare  problems  at  the 
end  of  every  year.  On  these  sites  people  are  not  encouraged  to  develop 
proper  family  life  or  enter  into  any  long  term  community  relationships 0 
Welfare  work  amongst  them  is  difficult  and  also  it  is  difficult  for  them 
to  build  up  a proper  eligibility  for  re-housing »

During  1965  steady  progress  has  been  made  and  it  is  now  anticipated 
that  by  the  Spring  all  Registered  Premises  will  have  been  surveyed <> 

Occupiers  have  been  informed  both  verbally  and  by  letter  of  any  contraventions 
found  during  the  Survey,  as  most  of  these  have  been  of  a minor  nature . A 
reasonable  period  of  time  has  been  allowed  to  deal  with  any  deficiences 
which  have  required  the  carrying  out  of  any  work.  We  are  now  in  a position 
to  commence  routine  follow-up  visits  to  check  upon  the  action  taken  as  the 
result  of  our  initial  visit.  It  can,  therefore,  be  seen  that  1966  will 
be  most  important  and  will  determine  whether  or  not  occupiers  are  prepared 
to  comply  with  the  Act  without  recourse  to  legal  action. 

Our  experience  to  date  indicates  that  our  main  troubles  will 
probably  arise  over  heating,  as  the  statutory  requirement  is  difficult  to 
obtain  in  certain  premises,  particularly  in  retail  shops  where  heat  loss 
due  to  door  opening  is  an  important  influencing  factor . There  is  also 
reluctance  by  certain  trades  to  provide  the  statutory  temperature. 

The  protection  of  certain  Slicing  Machines  is  also  proving 
difficult  as  the  Minister’s  recommendation  for  guards,  in  some  cases, 
makes  their  operation  difficult;  however,  a recent  change  in  the 
recommendation  may  ease  this  problem.

^our  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year,  none  of  which 
involved  machinery*  and  in  no  case  was  it  thought  necessary  to  take  any 
further  action  other  than,  to  give  advice <> 

Since  the  1st  June*  1965*  an  Abstract  of  the  Act  has  been  required 
to  be  displayed  for  the  benefit  of  employees  with  the  intention  of 
informing  them  of  the  standards  they  can  expect <>  Perhaps*  surprisingly, 
not  one  complaint  has  been  received  since  this  date.  It  must,  however, 
be  admitted  that  this  may  in  part  be  due  to  the  failure  of  many  employers 
to  display  the  Abstract  until  asked  to  do  so  by  the  Inspectors <>  This 
failure  is  partly  due  to  the  poor  publicity  which  has  been  an  unhappy 
feature  of  the  whole  of  the  legislation . 

The  vast  majority  of  premises  registered  with  the  District  Council 
are  small  family  businesses  employing  perhaps  only  one  or  two,  with  the 
employer  frequently  working  alongside  his  staff » The  premises  are 
typical  of  the  type  of  business  and  are  often  rather  cramped 0 The 
enforcement  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  is*  therefore*  somewhat 
difficult  and  although  each  section  is*  of  course*  having  to  be  complied 
with*  the  standards  are  not  always  as  high  as  could  be  achieved  in  larger 
offices  and  shops  <> 

Lighting: 

In  accordance  with  the  Minister  *s  request  a number  of  premises  were 
inspected  during  November  and  the  standard  of  lighting  ascertained  by  the 
use  of  a meter 0 Twentyfour  visits  were  made*  nine  of  which  were  Offices. 
The  following  readings  were  recorded  in  lumens  per  sq.  ft.  in  various 
parts  of  each  premises  at  working  levels.

The  following  observations  are  the  result  of  inspections  carried  out 
during  the  last  three  months  of  1965. 

(l)  The  lighting  standards  in  those  premises  inspected  is  varied. 

In  general*  those  parts  of  Offices  which  are  in  regular  use* 
i.e.  desks*  etc.*  are  adequately  lit*  but  some  lesser  parts, 
i.e.  storage  and  filing  rooms  are  not  in  general  so  well  lit. 
Retail  shops  have  a high  standard  of  lighting  at  the  counter, 
but,  again*  store  rooms  and*  sometimes*  cutting  rooms  are 
inadequately  lit.

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

In  conjunction  with  the  visits  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  a complete  new  Survey  of  all  Fooci  Preparing 
Premises  is  in  progress,  this  is  in  addition  to  the  normal  routine  visits, 
^he  majority  of  the  premises  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  both  as  regards  structure  and  the  provision  of 
necessary  facilities.  The  main  purpose  of  regular  inspections  is  to 
ensure  that, the  facilities  provided  are  properly  used  and  to  insist  on 
clean  hygienic  practices.  Unsatisfactory  food  handling  is  still  far  too 
prevalent,  especially  insufficient  use  of  hand  washing  facilities. 
Education  not  only  of  the  Shop  Assistant  but  of  the  general  public  is 
the  only  way  that  these  practices  will  be  eliminated,  general  public 

must  demand  a higher  standard  of  hygiene  and  be  prepared  to  complain  when 
they  see  bad  habits.  This  day  to  day  supervision  can  only  be  done  by  the 
Customer.  We,  in  the  Department,  actively  encourage  people  to  bring  their 
complaints  to  us,  so  that  we  may  know  what  is  happening  and  so  that  we  can 
take  the  matter  up  with  the  particular  shop.  The  number  of  visits  to 
food  premises  is  still  insufficient,  but  the  rapid  growth  of  the  District 
has  made  it  impossible  to  do  more  with  the  present  staff.

(1)  A foint  of  brisket  of  beef.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that 
the  meat  had  been  delivered  to  a neighbour  early  on  the  Saturday 
morning  and  kept  in  unsatisfactory  conditions!  the  complaint 
being  received  in  the  Department  on  the  Monday  morning  when,  on 
examination*  the  beef  was  found  not  to  be  unfit.  This  was  obviously 
a case  of  unsatisfactory  handling  in  the  home  after  delivery. 

(2)  Larvae  of  Ephestia  Kuhniella  Moth  in  Flour.  This  case  was  taken  up 
with  the  manufacturers  and  it  was  proved,  to  our  satisfaction,  that 
the  complainant  had  purchased  this  flour  a considerable  time  before 
the  complaint.  In  these  circumstances  no  further  action  was  taken. 

(3)  Contaminated  Sausages.  The  sausages  had  been  left  for  some  time 
outside  the  complainant's  house  and  had  become  contaminated  by  blow 
fly.  The  case  was  taken  up  with  the  Supplier,  particularly  as 
regards  covering  open  packets  of  sausages. 

(4)  Burnt  piece  of  wood  in  tin  of  apple.  This  was  a broken  piece  of  wood 
in  a 7 lb.  tin  of  apple  supplied  to  a local  school  canteen.  This 
matter  was  taken  up  with  the  manufacturers  when  we  were  informed  that 
they  were  now  converting  to  the  use  of  plastic  containers.  The 
Gloucestershire  Education  Committee  was  informed  of  our  actions  and 
it  was  felt  any  action  they  may  wish  to  take  would  be  more  positive. 

(5)  Cigarette  in  loaf  of  bread.  The  Public  Health  Committee  decided  to 
institute  legal  proceedings  in  this  case,  and  the  firm  concerned  were 
fined  a total  of  £20.  with  6 guineas  costs. 

(6)  Dirtv  Milk  Bottles.  As  in  previous  years  a number  of  complaints 
have  been  received  of  dirty  milk  bottles.  As  these  originated  in  the 
Bristol  City  area,  the  Bristol  Health  Department  were  informed. 

Meat  Inspection; 

This  continues  to  engage  a considerable  amount  of  the  Inspectorates* 

time,  including  early  morning  visits  each  week  to  the  local  Bacon  Factory. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  again  1 00$  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered 

in  the  District.

Apart  from  the  problem  of  providing  sufficient  housing  units 
for  a growing  population,  which  is  a difficulty  shared  by  all  the 
Districts,  Dursley  Rural  District  would  appear  to  have  particular 
difficulties  associated  with  water  supplies  and  atmospheric  pollution, 

1.  Water  Supply: 

The  Council  will  not*, I hope,  with  pleasure  that  although  they 
are  no  longer  a Water  Undertaking  nevertheless  their  Health  Department 
has  been  active  in  supervising  and  checking  up  on  the  supplies  of 
water  used  in  the  District,  The  problem  of  the  deposit  in  the  water 
in  the  Slimbridge  area  has  recurred  again  this  year  and  it  is  clear 
that  here  we  are  dealing  with  a matter  that  arises  where  the  river 
water  is  a source  of  supply.  It  may  well  be  that  this  disadvantage 
of  this  source  in  producing  iron  deposit  and  manganese  deposits  will 
not  be  finally  overcome  until  all  the  mains  are  replaced  by  some  form 
of  synthetic  piping  and  until  major  modifications  are  undertaken  in 
the  Treatment  Works  at  Tewkesbury,  Meanwhile,  however,  the  Council's 
Officers  collaborate  closely  with  the  Water  Board  and  every  endeavour 
is  made  to  minimise  the  nuisance  and  deal  promptly  with  every  complaint. 

It  is  a cause  of  concern  that  we  still  have  a considerable 
number  of  unsatisfactory  private  water  supplies  in  use,  and  I hope  that 
these  can  be  dealt  with  in  the  near  future, 

2.  Atmospheric  Pollution: 

By  reason  of  its  geographical  and  physical  position  Dursley 
has  a particular  atmospheric  pollution  problem  in  relation  to  its 
industry.  Here  again  the  Officers  have  been  working  in  close  collaboration 
with  the  other  Officers  concerned,  in  this  case,  the  Alkali  Inspectorate, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  in  time  a progressive  improvement  will  be  obtained. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  District  we  have  also  had  complaints  of 
a smell  nuisance  arising  from  the  Kingswood  Sewage  Works,  and  this  has 
been  receiving  attention  also. 

This  Council  was  the  first  in  the  District  to  appoint  a woman 
Public  Health  Inspector,  I would  say  that  in  the  light  of  our  experience 
of  her  work  and  value  to  the  Department  we  should  not  be  adverse  to 
recommending  a repetition  of  this  step.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR . 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  - • 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I present  to  you  my  fifth  Annual  Report. 
Steady  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with  the  general  public 
health  work  of  the  District;  formal  notices  have  been  served  in  respect 
of  30  unfit  houses,  and,  as  a result  of  routine  inspections,  a further 
18  unfit  houses  have  been  added  to  the  total  of  those  to  be  dealt  with. 
Drainage  nuisances  have  been  alleviated  as  a result  of  notices  having 
been  served  on  owners  to  connect  their  properties  to  the  new  sewers;  in 
some  instances,  this  has  meant  the  provision  of  a new  drainage  system 
for  the  houses  concerned,  and,  in  others,  it  has  meant  the  discontinuance 
of  the  use  of  unsatisfactory  septic  tanks. 

Sometimes  I feel  that  we  expect  to  make  progress  more  quickly 
than  is  practicable  because  the  service  of  notices  in  many  cases  can  raise 
real  human  problems  and  cause  worry  to  the  owners  concerned 0 To  quote  but 
two  examples;  in  some  instances  we  serve  formal  notices  under  the  Housing 
Act  which  result  in  the  owner/occupier  of  a premises  being  re-housed  by 
the  Council,  and,  after  re-housing,  the  owner  is  faced  with  the  problem 
of  demolishing  and  clearing  the  site  of  the  house  which  he  previously 
owned  and  occupied;  in  other  instance  we  find  ourselves  serving  notices 
upon  owner /occupiers  of  houses  where  no  proper  drainage  system  exists  and 
they  are  faced  with  laying  a new  system  to  connect  to  the  public  sewer.  In 
both  these  instances  the  matter  is  perfectly  straightforward  if  the  owners 
have  plenty  of  money,  but  so  often  these  days  we  find  that  persons  with 
little  money  and  perhaps  on  old  age  pension  are  faced  with  such  problems; 
in  these  instances  they  obviously  wish  to  have  time  to  discuss  the  matter 
with  relatives  and  others  and  in  the  normal  course  of  events  this  means 
that  the  work  is  delayed.  Whilst  it  is  easy  to  stick  to  the  letter  of 
the  law  with  regard  to  these  matters  I think  it  is  bad  public  relations 
not  to  be  as  understanding  as  possible  and  give  owners  sufficient  time  to 
resolve  their  difficulties  without  causing  them  undue  worry  and  anxiety. 

During  the  year,  a Sub-Committee  met  Planning  and  Highway 
officials  with  regard  to  the  future  of  two  areas  of  old  dwellings,  namely, 
Troytown,  Cam,  and  Oatgrounds,  Wotton-Under-Edge;  the  object  of  the 
meeting  being  to  decide  a sensible  future  for  each  area.  However,  the 
result  to  me  was  very  disappointing  and  I consider  that  too  often  the 
Planning  Authority  are  trying  to  attain  a Utopia  by  planning  too  far 
ahead;  much  more  could  be  achieved  and  more  satisfaction  given  if  short 
term  planning  were  practised. 

A great  disappointment  has  been  the  Boulton  Lane  Area,  Dnrsley, 
where  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made  on  unfit  properties  and  others 
with  the  specific  purpose  of  clearing  and  redeveloping  the  area.  At  the 
Public  Enquiry,  the  Council’s  proposal  was  supported  wholeheartedly  by 
the  Planning  Authority  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  area  as  shown  on  a 
plan  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  but,  in  recent  years, 
the  Planning  Authority  would  appear  to  have  changed  its  mind  about  what 
type  of  redevelopment  in  this  area  should  take  place;  the  net  result  being 

that  no  redevelopment  at  all  has  taken  place,  despite  the  fact  that  the 

' •» 
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site  is  ideally  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town*  If  this  Redevelopment 
Scheme  had  not  been  a failure  I feel  the  Council  would  have  been 
encouraged  to  tackle  more  ambitious  Clearance  and  Redevelopment  Schemes » 

With  regard  to  Staff , it  is  regretted  that  the  vacancy  created 
by  Mr*  G*  Ashford  leaving  at  the  end  of  1964  was  not  filled  until 
April,  1965;  we  then  welcomed  Miss  J.CoTrevis  to  the  Department  and  she 
quickly  adapted  herself  to  the  work  of  a rural  district  and  made  good 
progress,  particularly  in  connection  with  food  hygiene  work  and  work 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963® 

Finally,  I thank  my  fellow  Officers  and  other  colleagues  for 
their  help  and  co-operation,  and  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  work  during  the  yearj  I also 
thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  other  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest 
and  support*

A terrace  of  4 unfit  houses  known  as  Cranbourne  Terrace,  Wotton- 
Under-Edge,  was  dealt  with  during  the  year  by  Clearance  procedure,  and, 
because  the  Council  wished  to  redevelop  the  site,  a Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  was  made  to  include  the  houses  and  a plot  of  adjacent  land*  The 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry,,  26  other  unfit 
houses  were  dealt  with  during  the  course  of  the  year  by  Notices  of  Time 
and  Place  under  the  provisions  of  Section  16,  Housing  Act,  1957* 

The  number  demolished  during  the  year  was  18,  the  number  closed 
was  20,  and  the  number  part-closed  was  3* 

As  a result  of  routine  inspections  a further  18  unfit  houses 
have  been  added  to  the  total  of  those  to  be  dealt  with*  At  the  end  of  the 
year  we  had  dealt  with  80*2$  of  the  estimated  total  of  unfit  houses* 

9 unfit  houses  were  made  fit  during  the  year* 

In  addition  to  Formal  Notices  under  the  provisions  of  Section  16, 
32  Informal  Notices  were  served*  In  two  instances.  Abatement  Notices 
were  recommended  and  authorised  before  the  necessary  works  were  completed* 

As  a result  of  both  Formal  and  Informal  Notices,  applications 
for  Improvement  Grants  have  resulted  in  many  cases*

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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  I960. 

During  the  year  4 applications  were  received  for  new  Caravan  Site 
Licences.

(v)  Transfer  of  Water  Undertaking  to  the  North  West  Gloucestershire 

Water  Board, 

With  the  changeover  in  the  Water  Undertaking  from  the  Dursley 
Rural  District  Council  to  the  new  Water  Board  certain  difficulties  were 
bound  to  arise.  The  majority  of  the  difficulties,  however,  were  foreseen 
and  they  were  not  of  such  a serious  nature  that  could  not  be  dealt  with 
in  a satisfactory  manner. 

For  the  period  up  to  the  1st  July,  1965,  and  by  arrangement 
with  the  new  Board,  the  day  to  day  supervision  and  distribution  of  the 
supply  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's 
Department.  Plans,  papers,  meter  record  cards  and  other  records  have 
all  been  handed  over  and  from  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 8s  angle  the 
transfer  of  the  Water  Undertaking  from  the  Local  Authority  was  completed 
in  a satisfactory  manner.

In  addition  to  those  taken  for  Bacteriological  Examination 
14  samples  were  taken  for  Chemical  Analysis  when  trouble  was  being 
experienced  with  discoloured  water,  particularly  in  the  Sliabridge  Parish. 
The  results  of  many  of  these  samples  showed  a dark  brown  deposit  with  a 
total  iron  (Fe)  content  of  up  to  2.10  p.p.m.,  and  a total  manganese  (Mn) 
of  up  to  2.74  p.p.m.  Nematode  worms,  ciliates,  vegetable  and  mineral 
matter  was  also  found  in  many  of  the  samples. 

Liaison  took  place  between  the  North  West  Gloucestershire  Water 
Board  Officers  and  ourselves  with  a view  to  overcoming  the  trouble 
experienced.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  type  of  trouble  could  recur  and 
the  question  has  been  put  to  the  Water  Board  Officers  as  to  what  is 
planned  by  them  as  a long  term  policy  to  overcome  this  trouble. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  from  an  Engineering  Works 
in  Dursley  concerning  the  unpleasant  taste  of  water  received  at  two 
drinking  fountains  in  two  Workshops.  At  first  it  was  thought  that  the 
trouble  was  caused  by  the  use  of_ pyrethrum  by  the  Water  Board  but  later 
results  suggested  that  it  was  some  perculiarity  attaching  to  the  work 
taking  place  near  these  particular  drinking  fountains.

Final  emptyings  were  made  in  52  instances  where  private 
properties  were  connected  to  the  sewer.  4 septic  tanks  serving  Council 
houses  were  emptied  before  being  broken  up  after  the  properties  had  been 
connected  to  the  public  sewer.

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REFUSE  . 

(a)  REFUSE  COLLECTION; 

The  Council  decided  that  during  the  year  they  would  introduce  a 
weekly  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  District.  With  this  in  mind, 
refuse  vehicles  of  the  Pakamatic  type  were  given  a trial  early  in  the  year, 
and  it  was  decided  to  purchase  a 50  cubic  yard  vehicle. 

The  Scheme  was  put  into  operation  at  the  end  of  September  when 
the  new  vehicle  was  delivered.  A complete  revision  of  the  Refuse  Collection 
Schedules  was  necessary,  and  the  alterations  were  made  known  to  the  public 
by  a loudspeaker  van,  as  well  as  by  advertisements  in  the  local  newspaper. 
After  the  initial  teething  troubles  the  Scheme  ran  smoothly. 

The  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  introduced  in  1964  for  Refuse 
Collection  Personnel  continued  in  being  throughout  the  year,  and  ran 
successfully. 

Tradespeople  and  others  again  took  advantage  of  the  Council’s 
Scheme  whereby  bulky  rubbish  can  be  disposed  of  at  our  Tip  at  a cost  of 
2/-  or  3/6d.  per  load,  depending  upon  the  size  of  van  or  lorry  used. 

Furniture  and  other  articles  of  rubbish  were  collected  free  of 
charge  from  two  properties  in  Wotton-Under-Edge  and  one  in  Slimbridge;  these 
were  made  as  a result  of  three  special  cases  considered  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee. 

Refuse  collections  were  not  made  on  the  4th  March,  1965,  on 
account  of  heavy  snow  drifts,  but  the  personnel  cleared  Ever side  Lane  on 
that  day,  which  is  the  approach  road  to  the  Tip. 

(b)  REFUSE  DISPOSAL: 

The  disposal  of  refuse  from  the  whole  District  took  place  at 
the  Everside  Lane  Tip  during  the  year  and  no  major  difficulties  were 
encountered.  Waste  sand  from  a local  foundry  was  used  to  cover  the  sides 
and  top  of  the  tipping  face  and  a quantity  of  sewage  sludge  was  hauled  from 
the  Dursley  Sewage  Works  to  be  used  together  with  soil  for  the  finished 
surface.

From  these  figures  it  is  quite  clear  that  there  is  not  a very 
great  deal  of  difference  in  the  Smoke  Pollution  between  the  two  sites,  but 
that  there  is  significantly  more  Sulphur  Dioxide  Pollution  at  the  Grammar 
School  SiteQ  ^his  makes  it  quite  clear  that  this  area  does  suffer  from  the 
proximity  of  the  industrial  undertaking,  whereas  the  general  atmospheric 
level  of  smoke  is  probably  in  a large  measure  due  to  domestic  smoke.  The 
figures  do  give  support  to  efforts  currently  being  made  to  obtain  some 
improvement  -in  the  low  level  emissions  of  Smoke  from  the  factory. 

With  the  kind  co-operation  of  Miss  A.  HiggSj  Headmistress  of  the 
Secondary  Modern  School,  Wotton-Under-Edge,  we  moved  the  apparatus  to  that 
School  at  the  beginning  of  October,  and  we  hope  to  obtain  a years ’ readings 
from  there.

The  amount  of  rain  recorded  by  the  rain  gauge  at  the  Council  Offices 
on  the  19th  December,  1965,  was  2.33  inches.  As  a result  of  this,  flooding 
took  place  in  the  Kingswood,  North  Nibley,  Slimbridge,  Uley,  and  Wotton- 
Under-Edge  Parishes.  Investigations  are  being  made  with  regard  to  what 
action  can  be  taken  to  minimize  flooding  in  the  future. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  & FOOD  PREMISES. 

(l ) Food  Premises: 

During  the  year,  192  visits  were  made  to  Food  Premises,  and,  generally 
speaking,  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  As  is  often  the  case 
with  housing  repairs,  many  of  the  repairs  and  re-decoration  works  at  Food 
Premises  are  delayed  longer  than  they  should  be  and  this,  I feel,  is  often 
the  direct  result  of  the  builders  having  their  Order  Books  overfull. 

Many  shops  throughout  the  District  have  now  been  enlarged  and 
modernised,  but  there  are  still  some  which  would  benefit  from  this  type  of 
treatment.  In  my  opinion,  particular  care  should  be  taken  by  the  Council 
when  building  food  shops  of  their  own  on  housing  estates,  because  in  the 
last  few  years  it  has  been  necessary  for  them  to  alter  and  enlarge  shops 
they  built  comparatively  recently. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE  & FOOD  PREMISES  <■ 


Good  food  hygiene  is  so  often  the  commonsense  application  of  a few  basic 
rules  which  can  be  readily  observed  with  that  little  extra  care  and  effort. 
The  most  efficiently  run  food  business  is  always  the  one  which  cares  about 
its  hygiene | reminding  one  of  the  last  War  when  the  General  used  to  judge 
the  efficiency  of  an  Army  Unit  on  the  conditions  he  found  in  the  Cookhouse. 

16  notices  were  served  in  connection  with  food  premises. 

(2)  -Complaints  in  connection  with  Foodstuffs. 

Complaints  concerning  the  following  were  received  during  the  year: 

(i )  Mgtal  in  a tin  of  Luncheon  Meat. 

(ii)  Extraneous  Matter  in  Milk  Bottles. 

(iii)  Material  in  a Genoese  Cake. 

(iv)  Steak  and  Kidney  Pie  containing  a piece  of  wood. 

The  complaints  concerning  the  Milk  Bottles  were  taken  up  with  the 
County  Health  Inspector  who  dealt  with  the  owners  of  the  pasteurising  and 
bottling  plant  which  is  situated  in  an  adjoining  District. 

The  other  complaints  were  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  and 
taken  up  with  the  firms  concerned j no  prosecutions  followed: 

The  first  complaint  was  taken  up  directly  with  the  manufacturers  in 
Holland?  they  expressed  the  opinion  that  almost  certainly  something  had  gone 
wrong  in  the  automatic  filling  machine.  This  would  have  happened  after  the 
meat  passed  the  metal  detector,  ^hey  assured  us  that  they  would  intensify 
their  endeavours  to  avoid  this  type  of  thing  happening  again. 

Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  piece  of  material  in  a 
Genoese  Cake  was  most  likely  a piece  used  for  the  repair  of  the  baker's 
piping  bag. 

The  result  of  the  discussion  with  the  manufacturers  of  a Steak  and 
Kidney  Pie  containing  a piece  of  wood  revealed  that  it  probably  came  from 
the  processing  area.  The  firm  stated  that  considerable  effort  is  made  to 
avoid  the  use  of  wood  in  the  processing  area  but  that  this  is  difficult 
where  an  alternative  material  is  not  practicable.  They  mentioned  butchery 
tables  as  an  instance  inhere  a good  substitute  had  not  been  found.

'They  have  not  kept  to  their  schedule  of  works  and  I hope  to 
ensure  that  more  progress  is  made  in  the  future. 

5 notices  were  served  in  connection  with  works  required  at  Licensed 
Premises. 

The  Castle  Hotel,  Parsonage  Street,  Dursley,  has  now  been  demolished 
and  new  Shops  have  been  built  on  the  site.  The  Earl  Grey  Inn,  Wortley 
Road,  Wo tt on-Under-Edge,  has  been  closed.

3 notifications  of  suspected  Anthrax  were  received.  One  case  in 
the  Kingswood  Parish  was  confirmed;  ""the  animal’s  carcase  being  burned 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Police .

We  were  asked  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  in  Circular  9* 

Supplement  1 (Lighting),  to  report  upon  any  observations  we  wished  to  make 
on  lighting  with  particular  reference  to  Light  Meter  Readings  made  in 
November,  1965,  and  the  following  is  a copy  of  my  observations: 

1.  Three  Banks  and  one  Solicitor's  Office  were  inspected  during  the 
last  three  months  of  1965* 

Generally  speaking  the  natural  lighting  in  the  work  rooms  was  found 
to  be  satisfactory,  but  in  basements,  storage  rooms,  and  passages 
only  artificial  lighting  was  provided. 

The  standard  of  artificial  lighting  was  not  of  a very  high  standard 
and  in  passages  and  toilet  blocks  the  artificial  lighting  was 
considered  to  be  poor.

One  instance  of  an  unsatisfactory  lighting  standard  was  in  a 
Solicitor's  Office. 


No  standards  of  lighting  have  been  recommended  in  advice  to  occupiers 
but  judgement  of  standards  have  been  based  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Illuminating  Engineering  Society. 

There  were  no  instances  of  excessive  glare.  In  one  of  the  Banks  an 
Anglepoise  Lamp  was  directed  on  to  a Comptometer,  but  no  glare 
resulted.

RURAL  DISTRICT  . 
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In  the  environmental  details  of  this  District  that  follow  I 
should  like  to  draw  the  Council's  attention  to  one  or  two  points  in 
particular : 

1.  Village  Water  Supplies: 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  that  relating  to 
village  water  supplies  is  set  out  in  this  Report  and  has  been  most 
commendable.  It  has  involved  a great  deal  of  investigation  but,  as  the 
figures  show,  the  .matter  is  being  reduced  to  proper  proportions  and  we 
are  beginning  to  see  the  true  extent  of  the  problem.  Without  causing 
hardship  to  individuals  I hope  we  shall  be  able  to  eliminate  the  use  of 
unsatisfactory  sources  in  the  fairly  near  future.  With  some  600  cesspits 
in  the  District  and  so  many  people  now  using  water  carriage  systems  with 
no  sewer  it  is  most  important  that  we  eliminate  the  small  private  supplies 
from  shallow  wells  which  at  any  time  can  easily  become  contaminated.  We 
have  had  typhoid  contacts  under  surveillance  again  this  year,  and  it  would 
only  need  one  carrier  in  a strategic  position  on  a hillside  to  infect  a 
cesspit,  and,  in  turn,  perhaps  wells  "down  stream"  from  this. 

2.  Bulk  Refuse  Service: 

I feel  sure  the  Council  will  note  with  gratification  the 
succesg  of  their  Bulk  Refuse  Service.  I am  sure  that  this,  and  our 
acceptance  of  motor  cars  at  the  ^ip,  is  the  proper  way  to  keep  the 
District  healthy  and  tidy. 

3«  Air  Pollution: 

Air  pollution  has  caused  trouble  on  several  occasions  in  this 
District,  and  I think  we  need  to  be  alert  to  the  ways  in  which  industry 
can  cause  a loss  of  amenity  in  the  District  so  that  appropriate  safeguards 
can  be  incorporated  with  any  new  plant.  In  particular,  we  need  to  think 
about  atmospheric  pollution,  noise  nuisance,  and  pollution  of  streams  by 
factory  effluents,  whenever  proposals  are  before  us  for  the  setting  up  of 
new  industry.  It  is  very  often  easy  to  prevent  these  nuisances  arising  if 
they  are  thought  about  at  the  beginning  and  appropriate  plant  installed, 
but  it  is  often  much  more  difficult  to  effect  a cure  once  the  industry  is 
established. 

4.  Caravans : 

The  permanent  Caravans  sited  in  the  District  now  number  some 
157  caravans,  quite  a significant  proportion  of  these  are  in  very  poor 
condition.  It  is  a matter  of  concern  as  so  frequently  difficulties 
regarding  re-housing  families  with  small  children  from  these  unsatisfactory 
caravans  arise.  As  regards  holiday  caravans,  I think  it  may  be  possible 
that  the  Council  should  be  thinking  in  time  of  providing  a holiday  site 
in  this  area  for  people  wishing  to  stay  for  a few  days  or  a week  to 
enjoy  the  scenic  beauties  of  our  District. 


REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER.  SURVEYOR  AND  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  various  sections  of  the  Department. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  the  full  programme  for  dealing  with  unfit 
houses  in  the  area,  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  has  been  completed.  864  houses  have  been  dealt 
with  in  all.  The  area  has,  of  course,  many  old  houses  and  their 
replacement  and  modernisation  is  a process  which  will  continue  for  many 
years.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  117  Improvement  Grants  were  made. 

918  houses  have  now  been  modernized  by  Grants,  a significant  contribution 
towards  the  health  and  happiness  of  the  occupants  of  the  area. 

I would  also  draw  attention  to  the  considerable  work  done  and 
progress  made  in  implementing  the  new  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act.  It  has  been  suggested  that  many  local  authorities  are  not  facing  up 
to  their  obligations  under  the  Act,  but  this  is  certainly  not  the  case  in 
this  District. 

The  new  Building  Regulations  due  to  come  into  force  in  February, 1966, 
will  present  another  challenge  to  local  authorities.  There  have  been  moves 
to  take  the  work  of  building  control  away  from  local  authorities  and 
unless  thgr operate  and  enforce  the  new  Regulations  efficiently,  this  may 
well  happen. 

<r 

I am  disappointed  at  the  lack  of  progress  in  re-laying  the 
Nailsworth  Valley  Sewer.  This  is,  of  course,  a joint  matter  involving 
the  twc  neighbouring  local  authorities.  It  is  in  my  view  essential  that 
this  sewer  should  be  re-laid  because  of  its  age  and  inadequacy  to  deal 
with  the  present  flow  and  to  enable  Minchinhampton,  Box  and  Horsley  to  be 
connected.  A number  of  villages  are  still  without  main  drainage  and  this 
is  not  a satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

The  Report  details  many  other  problems  which  have  arisen  and 
duties  which  have  been  undertaken® 

Generally,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  environmental 
Health  Services  running  smoothly. 

I would  acknowledge  the  hard  and  willing  work  of  all  members  of  the 
Department  and  would  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  interest  and  support.

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WATER  SUPPLY  . 


It  was  decided  daring  the  year  to  attempt  the  task  of  investigating 
the  properties  in  the  District  which  are  without  a supply  of  mains  water. 
Available  information  from  various  sources  was  known  to  be  out  of  date 
and  incomplete  and  it  was  resolved  to  carry  out  investigations  in  the 
first  instance  in  respect  of  four  parishes  accurately  to  assess  the 
position  regarding  the  advisability  and  practicabilty  of  enforcement 
action  to  obtain  mains  water.  The  parishes  selected  were  Randwick, 
Rodborough,  Stonehouse  and  Whiteshill.

Of  the  remaining  7,  two  tenants  are  negotiating  to  buy  their 

properties  and  are  planning  to  apply  for  Improvement  Grants. 

The  remaining  5 are  all  O.A.Ps.  In  the  case  of  one,  action  is 
already  in  hand  as  pollution  is  thought  to  be  due  to  a Public 
Health  nuisance  from  septic  tanks  of  the  other  properties. 
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It  was  found  that  a number  of  properties  were  already  subject  to 
action  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  many  additional  connections  were  found 
to  have  been  made  which  improved  the  original  estimated  position  quite 
considerably. 

Investigations  showed  that  the  majority  of  properties  remaining 
with  polluted  water  supplies  are  owner  occupied  by  O.A.Ps.  who  are 
strongly  opposed  to  changeo  To  enforce  action  in  these  cases  may 
involve  undue  hardship.  As  properties  change  hands  and  young  families 
occupy  them  schemes  for  modernisation  almost  certainly  materialise. 

To  insist  on  the  provision  of  mains  water  alone  when  all  other 
facilities  are  lacking  may  prejudice  future  action  under  the  Housing 
Acts  in  certain  cases. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  although  four  parishes  out  of  sixteen 
have  been  dealt  with,  i.e.  one  quarter,  these  parishes  should  not  be  taken 
to  be  a true  picture  of  the  remaining  twelve.  In  particular,  Bisley  and 
Painswick  are  likely  to  present  many  more  problems,  and  Miserden,  on  the 
other  hand,  has  a special  estate  supply  of  water  which  is  satisfactory. 

As  far  as  time  permits  it  is  hoped  to  continue  investigation  into 
the  other  parishes  during  1966. 


In  addition  to  the  survey,  routine  samples  from  other  sources  and 
complaints  were  dealt  with  in  the  normal  way,  resulting  in  a total  of 
92  samples  of  water  being  sent  for  Bacteriological  Examination  - an 
increase  of  41  over  last  year’s  figures. 

4 samples  were  taken  from  two  Swimming  Pools  at  private  schools 
and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

All  mains  water  samples  taken  regularly  throughout  the  year  were 
returned  satisfactory  for  a public  supply. 


REFUSE  . 


REFUSE  COLLECTION; 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  recognized  the  need  for  a properly 
organised  refuse  collection  service  and  empowered  all  local  authorities 
to  provide  one. 

For  many  years  collection  was  made  fortnightly,  but  in  1947  a 
weekly  collection  was  started  and  this  has  continued  except  for  the 
parish  of  Miserden.  The  system  operated  is  termed  a ’kerbside*  one,  i.e. 
householders  are  required  to  place  their  refuse  bins  at  or  near  the  kerb 
or  roadside.  In  the  case  of  elderly  and  infirm  people  the  collectors  are 
given  special  instructions  to  carry  out  the  bins  and  return  them. 
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The  kerbside  system  is  not  a particularly  good  or  satisfactory 
one.  It  places  a good  deal  of  work  on  the  householder,  bins  are  left 
out  often  for  many  hours  and  are  unsightly,  become  overturned  and  refuse 
is  blown  about  and  litter  caused. 

A Working  Party  has  been  set  up  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  to  study  the  problems  of  ref us©  collection  and  to  make 
recommendations  for  improving  the  service.  Their  Report  is  expected  in 
1966  and  is  awaited  with  interest. 

Although  213  new  houses  were  built  and  occupied  during  the  year 
the  collection  schedules  were  maintained  with  the  same  lorries  and  men. 

Six  vehicles  are  in  service,  five  being  in  daily  use  and  one  held  as  a 
spare.  A new  collection  vehicle  was  ordered  during  the  year  and  should 
be  delivered  early  in  1966.  This^ a Dennis  Paxit,  is  a rear  loading 
compression  type  with  a diesel  engine.  Compression  of  the  refuse  within 
the  collecting body  is  essential,  due  to  the  lightness  and  ever-increasing 
bulkiness  of  the  refuse.  Twenty  years  ago  a cubic  yard  of  refuse  weighed 
about  6 cwt.;  it  now  weighs  around  3 cwt.,  so  that  the  volume  has  doubled. 

The  working  week  of  the  men  has  been  reduced  from  42  to  40  hours. 
Suitable  men  for  this  work  are  very  difficult  to  find,  chiefly  because 
industry  in  the  Stroud  area  offers  jobs  with  better  pay  and  more  attractive 
working  conditions.  Most  of  our  men  are  doing  a small  amount  of  overtime 
each  week  in  order  to  maintain  the  collection  schedules.  They  also  take 
it  in  turns  to  work  Saturday  mornings  when  each  vehicle  is  washed  and 
serviced.  A warm  tribute  is  paid  to  all  refuse  collectors  for  the 
efficient,  willing  and  hard  work  they  have  done  in  keeping  this  essential 
public  health  service  running  satisfactorily. 

The  free  collection  of  bulky  refuse  has  continued  and  several 
requests  for  this  service  are  received  each  week.  Replacement  of 
household  furniture  and  other  items  are  taking  place  with  an  increasing 
frequency  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  service  will  be  needed  more 
and  more  in  the  future.  The  amount  of  illicit  dumping  in  the  area  is 
very  little  compared  with  other  parts  of  the  country  and  this  is  mainly 
attributable  to  the  free  service  provided. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL: 

All  refuse  collected  has  been  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
on  a 7 acre  site  at  Thrupp.  ^his  is  also  a land  reclamation  scheme  since 
the  land  was  adjoining  the  river  and  partially  flooded  periodically  during 
each  year.  The  level  of  the  land  has  been  raised  about  20  feet  and  will 
eventually  be  used  for  a new  School  and  Playing  Field. 

The  refuse  is  tipped  in  shallow  layers  and  is  then  levelled  and 
consolidated  by  a bulldozer.  A new  machine  came  into  service  during  the 
year  and  is  doing  a splendid  job.  At  the  end  of  each  day  all  exposed  refuse 
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is  covered  with  soil  or  other  inert  material.  Thus  very  little  nuisance 
is  caused  to  nearby  householders.  There  is  very  little  evidence  of  rats, 
although  frequent  checks  are  made.  In  the  fly  breeding  season  the  Tip 
is  sprayed  daily  with  insecticide  and  a specially  formulated  deodorant 
chemical  is  also  used  daily. 

The  Tip  is  shared  with  the  Stroud  Urban  District  Council  and  a 
number  of  shops  and  industrial  firms  are  allowed  to  bring  trade  and 
industrial  waste  to  the  Tip  for  disposal. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  250  tons  of  rubbish  is  brought  to  the 
Tip  each  week  and  about  the  same  quantity  of  soild  and  builders  1 rubble 
is  brought  in  by  contractors  working  in  the  area.  The  latter  is  used  to 
cover  the  refuse  at  the  end  of  each  day. 

The  scheme  for  disposing  of  old  cars  at  the  Thrupp  Tip  started 
in  1964,  has  continued  successfully.  Owners  bring  them  to  the  Tip  and 
hand  in  the  log  book  which  is  returned  to  the  licensing  authority.  In 
several  cases  cars  have  been  dumped  on  waste  land  and  abandoned.  With 
co-operation  from  the  police,  owners  have  been  traced,  where  possible, 
and  the  vehicles  removed  or  delivered  to  the  Tip.  Where  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  find  the  owners  the  vehicle  has  been  removed  by  the  Council. 

The  Thrupp  Tip  will  be  filled  by  the  Spring  of  1966,  and  the  next 
Tip  will  be  at  Cainscross  Road,  Stroud.  This  will  be  a joint  scheme 
controlled  by  the  Stroud  Urban  District  Council  and  using  the  men  and 
equipment  now  at  Thrupp.  It  is  thought  that  the  life  of  this  new  Tip  will 
be  12  to  18  months. 


SALVAGE: 

Salvage  of  waste  paper,  rags,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metals  has 
continued  at  the  baling  shed  sited  at  Thrupp  Tip.  No  difficulties  were 
experienced  in  disposing  of  the  salvage.  Waste  paper  was  particularly  in 
demand  and  the  price  obtainable  increased  during  the  year  from  £6.10s„  Od.

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EMPTYING  OF  SEPTIC  TANKS  . 


The  emptying  of  653  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  in  1965  compared 
with  683  in  1964  indicates  that  the  demand  for  the  service  is  consistently 
maintained.  Despite  the  arduous  nature  of  the  work  the  service  continues 
to  operate  efficiently. 

Adjoining  Districts  make  use  of  the  service  on  a payment  basis  as  in 
previous  years  and  the  vehicle  and  operators  are  therefore  kept  fully 
occupied. 

The  following  tables  show  the  work  carried  out  in  each  parish  and 
the  routine  emptying  of  various  types  of  properties  including  private, 
council  and  trade  premises.

SEWERAGE  . 

Work  on  the  Brimscombe,  Burleigh  and  Swellshill  Sewerage  Scheme 
has  continued  steadily  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  was  about  80%  complete. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  the  new  housing  estate  at  Bownham 
to  be  connected  and  it  has  also  been  found  possible  to  connect  up  a new 
estate  of  some  50  houses  at  Cirencester  Road,  Minchinhampton. 

The  decision  of  the  Severn  River  Authority  to  request  the  Planning 
Authority  to  refuse  to  allow  further  housing  development  at  Painswick  and 
Minchinhampton  due  to  inadequacies  of  the  sewage  disposal  works,  led  to  a 
conference  of  interested  parties.  As  a short  term  measure  it  was  decided 
to  install  a pumped  irrigation  system  at  each  works  at  a total  cost  of 
some  £250.  This  will  discharge  about  half  the  filtered  effluent  over 
land  adjoining  the  works  instead  of  to  the  river.  When  the  irrigation 
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systems  are  working  the  River  Authority  will  permit  further  limited 
housing  development. 

This,  it  must  be  emphasised,  is  only  a short  term  measure,  and 
is  on  the  understanding  that  the  declared  policy  of  the  Council  to  close 
and  abandon  the  Painswick  and  Minchinhampton  Disposal  Works  will  be 
carried  through  as  quickly  as  possible.  An  important  step  in 
implementing  this  policy  is  to  really  solve  the  problem  of  the 
Nailsworth  Valley  sewer.  The  question  of  whether  this  sewer  should  be 
re-laid  as  at  first  envisaged  or  whether  it  should  be  replaced  by 
separate  Treatment  Works,  say  at  Nailsworth  and  Minchinhampton,  is  at 
present  being  studied  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  and  the  Joint 
Sewerage  Committee.  The  matter  certainly  needs  urgent  resolution 
as  once  the  best  solution  can  be  determined  upon  then  progress  can  be 
made  in  eliminating  the  unsatisfactory  effluent  from  the  Minchinhampton 
sewer  and  in  extending  the  service  in  the  Horsley  area. 

Small  sewer  extensions  at  Selsley,  Bisley  and  Brimscombe  were 
completed  during  the  year  and  a scheme  for  a small  extension  to  the  sewer 
at  Horsley  was  prepared  and  approved,  and  wopk  should  commence  early 
in  1966. 


The  Consulting  Engineers  were  also  asked  to  prepare  a scheme  for 
an  extension  to  the  sewer  at  Stonehouse,  intended  to  serve  the  new 
Doverow  Council  Housing  Estate  and  other  developable  land  adjoining. 

Consideration  was  also  being  given  to  the  sewering  of  France 
lynch,  Chalford. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  bulk  of  the  sewage  from  our  District  continues  to  go  down  to 
Stanley  Downton  Works  which  is  taking  some  2.4  million  gallons  a day  and 
producing  an  effluent  of  about  90%  purity.  The  effluent  consistently 
reaches  River  Board  standards.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  difficulties 
with  the  Biological  Digestors  had  been  largely  overcome  and  better  measures 
to  control  the  type  and  quantity  of  trade  effluent  accepted  at  the  sewers 
in  future  were  being  developed.

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MOBILE  CONVENIENCE  . 


The  Mobile  Convenience,  a photograph  of  which  appeared  in  the  1964 
Report,  was  delivered  and  came  into  use  at  Easter,  1965*  It  has  four 
compartments  each  with  Perdisan  Chemical  Closet,  wash  basin,  water  supply, 
soap,  paper,  towels,  shelf,  mirror,  etc.  The  closets  are  charged  with  a 
special  chemical  which  disintegrates  and  renders  innocuous  paper  and 
solids.  A small  lever  pulled  after  each  use  discharges  wastes  into  the 
base  of  the  closet  where  the  chemical  fluid  is  stored'.  After  about 
80  to  100  uses  the  whole  contents  of  the  closet  are  discharged,  by  pulling 
another  lever,  into  a steel  tank  under  the  floor.  After  re-charging 
with  chemical  the  closets  are  ready  for  .use  again.  50  gallons  of  water 
is  carried  in  another  tank  under  the  floor  and  a simple  hand  pump  is 
operated  to  provide  water  for  hand  washing. 

The  Convenience  was  stationed  on  Minchinhampton  Common  each 
weekend.  The  average  use  on  a Sunday  was  300  to  400,  but  on  Bank  Holidays 
it  was  used  by  up  to  1,000  people.  It  has  certainly  solved  the  sanitation 
problem  on  this  Common  and  many  favourable  oomments  on  its  usefulness  and 
cleanliness  have  been  made  by  visitors. 

No  damage  or  vandalism  has  occurred  and  it  has  not  been  necessary 
to  keep  an  attendant  on  the  spot. 

The  Convenience  has  also  been  hired  for  use  at  fetes  and  shows.  The 
largest  Show  was  the  Stroud  Show,  when  it  was  in  continuous  use  for  some 
eight  hours. 

The  experiment  of  the  Council  in  purchasing  this  Convenience  has  been 
a decided  success. 


BUILDING  SECTION. 

1965  has  been  another  busy  year  with  a continued  high  level  of 
building  activity  throughout  the  Area. 

All  Planning  Applications  are  submitted  through  the  District  Council 
and  this  produces  considerable  additional  work  for  the  Building  Inspectors. 

Many  callers  are  given  advice,  guidance  and  help  with  completion  of 
applications  and  a close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  County  Planning 

Department. 

.1 

Since  1936,  control  over  all  structural  aspects  of  building  has 
been  maintained  by  Building  Byelaws  made  under  powers  contained  in  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Each  district  council  in  the  country  had  its  own 
byelaws,  which  generally  followed  a model  pattern  issued  by  the  Ministry. 
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It  has  been  known  for  some  time  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
Government  to  supersede  individual  Building  Byelaws  by  a national  set  of 
Building  Regulations.  These  were  made  and  laid  before  Parliament  in 
July  and  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  February,  1966.  The  new 
Regulations  are  very  comprehensive  and  the  months  before  they  come  into 
operation  are  being  used  to  study  them  and  become  familiar  with  their 
contents,  ^he  main  Sections  of  the  Regulations  deal  with  the  following 
matters 

Materials. 

Preparation  of  Site  and  resistance  to  moisture. 

Structural  stability. 

Structural  Fire  precautions. 

Thermal  insulation. 

Sound  insulation. 

Stairways  and  balustrades. 

Refuse  disposal. 

Open  space  ventilation  and  height  of  rooms. 

Chimneys,  flue  pipes,  hearths  and  fireplace  recesses. 

Heat  producing  appliances  and  incinerators. 

Drainage,  private  sewers  and  cesspools. 

Sanitary  conveniences. 

Ashpits,  wells,  tanks  and  cisterns. 

In  addition,  the  Regulations  contain  11  schedules  dealing  with  such 
matters  as  deposit  of  plans  and  giving  of  notices,  dispensations  and 
relaxations.

HOUSE  BUILDING. 


162  private  houses  and  51  council  houses  were  completed,  a total  of 
213.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  100  private 
houses  and  66  council  houses  under  construction. 

These  figures  show  a reduction  from  the  previous  year,  particularly 
the  houses  under  construction.  This  undoubtedly  reflects  the  Government 
cut  back  in  building  and  difficulties  in  obtaining  mortgages  experienced 
during  part  of  the  period. 


GENERAL  BUILDING  WORKS. 

Miscellaneous  building  works  were  completed  on  435  premises. 
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STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRI  T . 


New  installations  have  been  in  accordance  with  the  Home  Office  Model 
Code  and  have  been  visited  and  tested  as  prescribed.  Again,  unfortunately, 
little  routine  work  has  been  done  on  existing  licensed  premises,  due  to 
pressure  of  other  duties. 


HOUSING  o 

The  revised  programme  approved  by  the  Ministry  in  I960  has  now  been 
completed.  The  area  has  many  old  houses  and  their  replacement  and 
modernisation  is  a process  which  will  continue  indefinitely. 

In  1965  thirtythree  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  housing  Act,  1957,  two  Demolition  Orders 
were  made,  and  thirtyone  Undertakings  accepted.  It  is  likely  that 
between  30  and  40  houses  will  be  subject  to  formal  action  under  the 
Housing  Acts  each  year. 

During  1965  Improvement  Grants  continued  at  about  the  same  level 
as  earlier  years.  The  greater  contribution  that  can  now  be  made  by  way 
of  Standard  Grant  slightly  reduced  the  number  of  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants.  Eighty  Standard  Grants  and  thirty-seven  Discretionary 
Grants  were  authorised  in  1965.  It  is  clear  that  a great  many  houses 
still  lack  modern  amenities  and  much  remains  to  be  done.  Financial 
restrictions  generally  and  the  unwillingness  of  elderly  occupiers  to 
endure  the  disturbance  of  modernisation  are  the  two  main  obstacles  to 
more  rapid  progress.

CARAVANS  . 

It  was  found  necessary  to  proceed  with  the  prosecution  of  the 
owner  of  the  gypsy  site  at  Chalford  which  was  pending  at  the  end  of  1964, 
with  the  result  that  a fine  of  £5.,  in  addition  to  a sum  of  £10.  for  costs, 
was  imposed  upon  him.  All  the  necessary  works  required  to  comply  with  the 
Conditions  of  the  Site  Licence  have  now  been  carried  out,  including  the 
construction  of  a septic  tank  and  sanitary  conveniences. 

All  the  Licensed  Sites  in  the  District  are  complying  reasonably 
well  with  the  Conditions  laid  down  in  the  Site  Licences  and  no  great 
problems  have  arisen.

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CARAVANS  o 


Particular  attention  appears  to  be  necessary  in  regard  to  the  actual 
size  and  structural  repair  of  some  of  the  older  caravans  as  a number  are 
now  nearing  the  end  of  their  reasonable  lives  and  are  due  for  renewal  in 
the  not  too  distant  future.  It  is  often  necessary  to  exert  pressure  on 
site  operators  to  buy  new  and  larger  vans  to  rent  out*  as  for  obvious 
economic  reasons  they  tend  to  cling  to  worn  out  accommodation  as  long  as 
possible*  particularly  whilst  the  demand  for  this  type  of  home  continues. 

This  difficulty  does  not  apply,  of  course,  in  the  case  of  owner 
occupied  vans  and  there  are  now  many  large  modern  and  very  lavishly 
equipped  mobile  homes  on  nearly  all  the  sites. 

One  Caravan  occupied  by  a family  at  Thrupp  on  an  unlicensed  site 
where  Planning  Permission  has  been  refused  caused  the  Council  some  concern 
and  proceedings  under  Section  1 of  the  Act  were  taken  in  October.  The 
defendant  was  fined  the  sum  of  £10., and  costs  of  £5.  were  awarded  to  the 
Council.  The  matter  had  still  not  been  resolved  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  it  would  appear  likely  that  further  proceedings  will  commence  early 
in  1966.

FACTORIES  . 


The  majority  of  Factories  were  visited  during  the  year  for  various 
reasons  under  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  Noise  Abatement  Act, 
Food  & Drugs  Act,  and,  of  course,  the  Factories  Act,  1961. 

90  inspections  were  made  under  the  Factories  Act,  1961,  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  only  four  written  Notices  had  to  be  served  and  these 
for  only  minor  infringements. 

Firms  employing  Outworkers  in  the  District  returned  their  lists 
promptly  and  regularly  and  no  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  this 
respect. 
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RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951. . 

Four  Factories  are  registered  under  Section  2 of  the  above 
mentioned  Act,  and  three  are  still  licensed  under  Sections  6/7  of  the 
Act.  These  Factories  continue  to  hold  a B.S.A.  Licence  under  the 
Certification  Mark  Scheme,  although  only  two  are  actually  operating 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

Four  samples  of  filling  materials,  including  kapok,  were  taken 
during  the  year  and  in  every  case  the  Analyst  certified  that  the  samples  1 
complied  with  the  required  standards  laid  down  in  the  Act. 


CLEAN  . AIR  ACT.  1956  . 

Atmospheric  pollution,  although  certainly  not  a serious  problem 
in  the  Stroud  Valleys,  does  from  time  to  time  require  attention  by  the 
Department  in  individual  cases,  either  on  complaint  or  by  observation 
by  Health  Inspectors. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  at  the  end  of  1964  the  severe  smut 
nuisance  from  the  tunnel  kiln  at  the  Stonehouse  Brickworks  had  not  been 
completely  abated,  although  considerable  and  expensive  action  had  been 
taken  by  the  Company  to  alleviate  the  oily  smuts.  A new  60  ft.  aluminium 
clad  chimney,  under  cons  truction  at  the  end  of  the  year,  was  completed 
early  in  1965.  Farther  kiln  adjustments  were  made  and  recommended 
temperatures  in  the  flue  and  stack  were  obtained.  This  resulted  in  the 
complete  disappearance  of  the  oily  and  acid  nature  of  the  smuts  and 
reduction  in  the  density  of  the  smoke. 

Teat  boards,  which  were  placed  around  the  Works,  were  carefully 
checked  and  a very  great  improvement  was  noticed.  The  representatives  of 
the  Oil  Company  concerned  were  most  satisfied  with  the  modification  and 
presented  a further  scheme  to  the  Company  for  even  better  efficiency. 

However,  to  everyones1  surprise  the  Firm  suddenly  made  a decision 
to  convert  the  kiln  back  to  coal  firing,  mainly  it  was  assumed  on  economic 
grounds.  This  move,  which  in  some  ways  was  thought  to  be  regressive,  was 
observed  with  considerable  interest  by  the  Health  Department  and  it  was 
reassuring  to  find  that  the  design  and  height  of  the  new  chimney  and 
plant  was  suitable  for  coal  burning  as  although  more  smoke  was  emitted 
it  could  not  be  said  that  a smoke  nuisance  now  existed. 

With  the  exception  of  one  household,  complaints  died  away  and 
the  majority  of  the  residents  appeared  to  be  satisfied.  Further  checks 
and  visits  to  the  main  complainant  were  made  and  although  conditions 
were  not  perfect  it  is  considered  that  no  statutory  nuisance  now  exists 
and  the  Company  have  taken  the  best  practicable  means  having  regard  to 
all  the  circumstanc  es . 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956 


Later  in  the  year  the  Firm  demolished  the  old  210  ft.  brick 
chimney  stack  in  the  brickyard,  the  unusual  operation  creating  considerable 
interest  to  the  people  in  the  neighbourhood.  During  the  last  half  of  1965 
no  complaints  have  been  received. 


Sawdust  from  a Bpickette  making  machine  at  a Piano  Works  was  the 
cause  of  a complaint  in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  On  inspection  it 
was  discovered  that  the  cyclones  were  defective  resulting  in  fine  sawdust 
being  blown  into  bedrooms  of  the  house  and  on  the  gardens  of  the 
complainant  and  the  matter  was  rectified. 

Later  in  the  year  the  complaint  arose  again  and  was  found  to  be  due 
to  the  very  fine  dust  of  special  wood  used  at  that  time.  The  situation 
deteriorated  seriously  when  the  hopper  became  blocked  on  three  occasions 
due  to  this  very  fine  sawdust  which  was  also  too  fine  for  proper 
Brickettes  to  be  made  for  the  boiler.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the 
problem  had  not  been  satisfactorily  resolved  and  authority  was  obtained 
to  serve  a Statutory  Notice  on  the  Company. 


Eight  applications  were  received  under  Sub-section  2 of  Section  3 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  all  of  which  were  approved. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT.  I96  0. 

No  complaints  were  received  under  the  above  Act  during  1965 . One 
Factory  which  on  occasions  produces  a high  pitched  whine  when  testing  new 
products  has,  as  in  the  past,  co-operated  fully  with  this  Department  when 
such  tests  are  envisaged.  On  one  occasion  the  Firm  informed  the  Department 
that  they  intended  making  a test  during  the  evening  of  a Rootes  Type 
Compressor  of  a new  design,  which,  if  successful,  would  be  produced  in 
some  quantity.  It  was  feared  that  a considerable  amount  of  noise  would  be 
created  while  testing  without  a silencer  and  we  were  invited  to  be 
present. 

A survey  of  15  points  marked  on  a map  was  taken  in  the  vicinity 
around. the  Factory  and  the  sound  level  recorded  on  a Decibel  Meter.  The 
first  test  took  place  without  silencers  and  the  following  evening  the 
tests  were  repeated  with  inlet  and  outlet  silencers  fitted  to  the  machine. 
Readings  were  taken  from  exactly  the  same  map  positions  as  a comparison. 

The  readings  were  most  interesting  and  encouraging  as  shown  in  the  table 
on  the  following  page,  and  both  this  Department  and  the  Company  are 
satisfied  with  the  outcome  of  the  tests.

CHICKEN  FARMS. 


Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  the  smell  caused  by 
the  spreading  of  waste  products  from  battery  units  on  to  adjoining  farm 
land  in  two  separate  parts  of  the  District.  Residents  living  over  half  a 
mile  away  from  such  fields  treated  in  this  way  complained.  The  method  of 
disposal  is  that  all  waste  from  the  battery  units  goes  into  underground 
storage  tanks  and  is  then  pumped  into  a tractor  drawn  tanker  and  spread 
over  .adjoining  farm  land,  ^he  necessity  of  using  fields  in  rotation  and 
the  volume  of  waste  accumulated  makes  complaints  almost  inevitable.  It 
is  pleasing  to  know,  however,  that  a high  degree  of  co-operation  has  been 
received  from  the  farmers  involved  to  overcome  this  very  difficult  problem. 
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ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACTo 


The  two  registered  animal  boarding  establishments  in  this  District 
were  inspected  during  the  year  and  it  was  noted  that  further  improvements 
had  been  carried  out. 

A third  kennels,  which  had  completed  major  reconstruction  work, 
was  registered  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT  „ 196A. 

During  1965  enquiries  and  applications  were  received  concerning 
the  requirements  of  the  new  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964,  which  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  196 5. 

Every  Local  Authority  is  required  to  maintain  a Register  of 
persons  carrying  on  business  in  their  area  as  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  and 
the  Act  makes  it  an  offence  for  failure  to  register  a business. 

Registration  is  effective  for  periods  of  three  years. 

All  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  are  required  to  keep  detailed  records  of 
their  dealings  and  powers  of  entry  for  inspection  are  conferred  on  any 
constable  and  any  authorised  officer  of  a Local  Authorty.  Liaison  with 
the  Police  and  this  Department  has  been  satisfactory  and  daring  the  year 
four  applications  were  received  and  entered  in  the  Council's  register. 


CONTROL  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

A special  effort  was  made  during  1965  to  inspect  all  the  food 
premises  including  industrial  canteens,  shops,  hotels, cafes,  etc.,  for 
compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (General Regulations,  I960.  A number  of 
changes  in  premises  and  occupiers  were  noted  and  the  opportunity  was  taken 
to  bring  all  the  Department's  records  and  the  registers  completely  up-to- 
date.  It  was  still  necessary  to  serve  38  notices  under  the  Regulations  for 
minor  infringements  indicating  that  routine  inspections  are  still  very 
important  and  an  essential  part  of  the  work  of  the  Department  despite  the 
difficulty  in  finding  the  necessary  time  with  the  additional  duties 
imposed  by  the  requirements  of  the  new  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963. 

Including  sampling  of  ice-cream,  a total  of  714  visits  were  made 
during  the  year  and  the  various  tables  at  the  end  of  this  Report  indicate 
the  number  of  visits  made  to  each  type  of  premises,  the  various  defects 
found  and  remedied,  the  number  of  notices  served  and  complied  with  and  the 
quantities  of  food  examined  and  found  unfit  for  consumption. 
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CONTROL  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 


Juat  prior  to  Christmas  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  39  frozen  fowls 
ordered  by  a butcher  in  the  Chalford  area,  due  to  early  decomposition 
resulting  from  suspected  faults  and  bad  handling  at  the  killing  and 
packing  station  situated  outside  the  District.  The  Health  Department 
in  the  area  of  the  Packing  Station  were  contacted  in  order  that  the 
matter  could  be  dealt  with  by  their  Health  Inspectors  at  the  source. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Stroud  Urban  District  Council's  Public 
Health  Department  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services  at  Gloucester 
this  Department  participated  in  a course  in  Food  Hygiene  for  employees 
in  the  food  trade  during  November  and  December  to  which  the  response 
was  encouraging. 

Last  year  an  unusually  large  number  of  complaints  of  unsound  food 
or  food  containing  foreign  bodies  - 10  in  all,  were  made  by  the  public 
resulting  in  three  prosecutions.  This  year  only  one  complaint  was 
received  which  resulted  in  a prosecution,  but  in  addition  two  other 
summons  were  taken  out,  one  a continuing  offence  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  I960,  in  respect  of  a butcher's  Shop,  and  the 
other  a smoking  offence  against  a shop  keeper,  which  are  summarised  below: 

(1)  Unhygienic  rat  infested  and  dangerous  condition  of  abandoned 

General  Grocery  Shop. 

Complaints  were  received  of  stale  food  left  in  a vacant  grocery  shop 
which  was  rat  infested  and  in  a dangerous  structural  condition.  Statutory 
Action  removed  the  foodstuffs  and  the  Council's  Rodent  Operator  cleared 
the  rat  infestation,  but  a Summons  was  taken  out  against  the  owner  for  a 
dangerous  structure.  The  Court  made  an  Order  for  the  necessary  work  to 
be  carried  out  in  twentyeight  days  and  costs  were  awarded  to  the  Council. 

The  premises  were  subsequently  rendered  safe  prior  to  the  owner  disappearing. 

(2)  Continuing  offence  at  Butcher's  Shop. 

Last  year  a butcher  was  fined  £50.  for  23  offences  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960.  Although  part  of  the  necessary  work 
had  been  carried  out  13  items  were  still  outstanding  by  the  middle  of 
1965  and  the  Council  authorised  further  proceedings  to  be  instituted 
against  him.  On  this  occasion  the  Magistrates  imposed  a penalty  of  £2. 
on  each  of  the  items,  making  a total  of  £26.  in  fines,  but  no  costs  were 
granted.  Ultimately,  by  August  the  premises  were  made  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Regulations  and  the  case  finally  resolved. 

(3)  Smoking  in  a Food  Shoo. 

After  previously  having  his  attention  drawn  to  the  fact  that  smoking 
in  a room  where  open  food  was  handled  constituted  an  offence  under  the 
Food  Hygiene (General ) Regulations,  I960,  a grocer  was  found  to  be  persisting 
in  this  habit  on  a second  visit  by  the  Inspector.  The  Council  resolved 
that  proceedings  be  instituted  against  the  grocer  under  the  above  Regulations 
and  at  the  Hearing  the  Magistrates  imposed  a fine  of  £10.  on  each  of  the 
two  summonses. 


ICE  CREAM. 


During  the  year  the  number  of  premises  registered  for  the 
manufacture  of  ice-cream  remained  at  3°  The  main  manufacturer  overhauled, 
repaired  and  re-equipped  his  place  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  as 
it  was  discovered  that  his  samples  were  failing  last  year.  Samples  taken 
from  him  this  year  have  proved  entirely  satisfactory* 

104  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream, 
the  bulk  of  sales  in  this  District,  of  course,  being  pre-packed*

During  the  year  the  main  work  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  was  pursued  vigourously0 
Full  inspections  of  registered  premises  were  made  which  were  followed, 
where  necessary,  by  service  of  notices,, 

No  particular  difficulties  were  experienced  other  than  that  of 
finding  the  necessary  time  to  carry  out  the  additional  duties  of  the  Act 
imposed  on  the  one  Public  Health  Inspector  who  is  responsible  for  its 
administration. 

No  exemption  certificates  were  found  necessary  and  the  many  defects, 
mostly  of  a minor  nature,  were  dealt  with  informally. 

Many  additional  Government  Circulars  were  received  setting  out 
various  standards  and  detailed  information  was  given  regarding  the 
guarding  of  dangerous  machinery. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  all  the  original  survey  inspections  had 
been  completed  and  a number  of  re-*visits  had  been  made.  During  1966 
many  re-inspections  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  ascertain  that  notices 
have  been  complied  with. 

The  Ministry  required  special  detailed  information  on  lighting 
standards  in  respect  of  the  month  of  November,  1965,  and  details  of  this 
work  are  shown  at  the  end  of  this  Report.

SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  LIGHTING  STANDARDS  - L. A. CIRCULAR  9 - SUPPLEMENT  No-  1. 

As  required  by  the  Ministry  detailed  information  on  lighting 
standards  was  obtained  through  the  District  in  respect  of  premises 
inspected  during  the  Month  of  November,  1965 » 

The  lowest  reading  recorded  on  a Sangamo  Western  Pocket  Photometer 
was  2 lumens/sq.ft,  in  a warehouse  at  the  back  of  a shop.  Generally  the 
lowest  readings  were  obtained  in  shop  stores  and  warehouses  irrespective 
of  whether  situated  on  the  ground  floor  or  an  upper  floor o Assessment 
of  light  conditions  in  packing  and  stock  rooms  is  particularly  difficult 
due  to  racking  or  shelving  from  floor  to  ceiling  separated  by  dark  walk 
throughs  or  passages.  Simple  pendant  centre  light  fittings  are  common 
and  quite  unsuitable  in  such  rooms,  but  fortunately  employees  are  seldom 
required  to  work  for  long  periods  under  such  conditions. 

Lighting  standards  in  shops  themselves  where  the  public  resort  and 
goods  are  displayed  proved  on  the  whole  to  be  well  above  other  rooms. 

With  the  exception  of  very  old  buildings,  offices  return  light 
values  of  20  - 40  lumens/sq.ft,  and  are  fairly  satisfactory.  The  main 
problems  seem  to  arise  in  1 L 1 shaped  rooms  or  rooms  having  large 
recesses  well  away  from  window  areas,  with  no  separate  or  additional 
facilities  for  artificial  lighting. 

It  was  decided  to  take  action  against  employers  to  improve 
lighting  where  standards  fell  below 

25  lumens/sq.ft,  in  offices, 

15  lumens/sq.ft,  in  shops  & canteens (kitchens ) 

7 lumens/sq.ft,  in  warehouses,  stores,  passages,  staircases, etc. 

Thirtyfive  Notices  were  served  with  regard  to  lighting  in  respect 
of  155  premises  (before  the  last  three  months  of  1965)  which  amounted  to 
approximately  22^%  of  all  those  inspected.  These  notices  have  been 
accepted  but  in  some  instances  only  after  considerable  explanation  by 
the  Inspector  having  regard  to  the  Lighting  Code  of  the  Illuminating 
Engineering  Society.  Practical  difficulties  have  arisen  in  recommending 
ways  of  improvement,  and  building  firms  and  small  electrical  contractors 
in  this  rural  area  are  seemingly  not  yet  very  conversant  with  lighting 
standards  expressed  in  terms  of  lumens/sq.ft.  whilst  the  use  of  light 
meters  other  than  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  uncommon. 

No  instances  of  excessive  glare  have  been  noted  and  no  complaints 

have  been  received.

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In  the  following  report  on  the  environmental  details  for 
Nailsworth  I would  particularly  draw  the  Council's  attention  to  the 
following  points 

1.  The  Housing  situation. 

The  percentage  of  Council  Houses  in  Nailsworth  has  fallen, 
and  this  together  with  the  growth  of  the  housing  waiting  list,  would 
appear  to  indicate  that  the  Council  is  not  keeping  up  a sufficiently 
large  house  building  programme  to  cope  with  the  District's  demands <> 

The  population  structure,  as  shown  in  the  various  tables  under  the 
General  and  Vital  Statistics  Section,  also  indicates  that  there  is  a 
need  to  provide  houses  for  young  people  in  this  area  if  we  are  to  have 
a vigorous  and  progressive  community. 

2.  Unsewered  areas. 

No  action  was  taken  this  year  over  the  unsewered  areas. 
This,  I feel,  is  a pity  as  not  only  should  we  be  aiming  at  a District 
100$  sewered  for  the  sake  of  good  public  health,  but  also  that  all 
householders  and  tenants  occupying  houses  without  amenities  but 
capable  of  improvement  be  encouraged  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
Improvement  Grant  facilities.  The  fact  that  fewer  Grants  were  made  in 
1965  may  well  in  part  be  linked  with  the  absence  of  any  further 
sewering  of  the  District. 

3.  Private  water  supplies. 

I would  like  to  see  the  Public  Health  Department  find 
time  for  more  investigation  of  small  private  water  supplies  which  are 
still  in  use. 


The  Council  will,  I am  sure,  note  with  satisfaction  the 
great  volume  of  work  carried  out  on  Meat  Inspection,  and  the  very 
satisfactory  progress  made  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  inspections.

I am  pleased  to  report  steady  progress  in  most  Public  Health 
and  Surveying  work.  It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  note  that  because 
of  Mr.  Bird’s  efforts,  the  remarkable  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  19&3,  in  the 
first  full  year  of  its  operation.  The  position  regarding  meat  inspection 
is  more  disquieting,  but,  no  doubt,  solutions  will  be  found  to  our  problems. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Council  made  a far  bigger  contribution 
to  the  improvement  of  sub-standard  houses  in  the  District,  the  schemes 
being  prepared  and  supervised  by  Mr. James,  than  the  private  landlords 
and  owner /occupiers.  Slum  clearance  work  progress  was  satisfactory,  but 
there  are  indications  that  more  forceful  action  may  soon  be  needed  as 
many  of  the  occupiers  of  unfit  houses  do  not  wish  to  move  from  them. 

Because  of  the  pressure  of  work  it  has  not  been  possible  to  proceed  with 
the  survey  of  houses  to  obtain  accurate  records  of  the  present  position 
regarding  the  number  of  unfit  houses,  etc.,  nor  has  it  been  possible  to 
proceed  with  any  Area  Improvement  Grant  Schemes. 

With  a marked  increase  in  private  and  council  building  work 
in  progress  more  time  had  to  be  devoted  to  Building  Byelaw,  etc., 
inspections.  This  work,  together  with  all  the  multitudinous  Public 
Health  duties,  is  gradually  making  a cleaner,  smarter  and  healthier  town. 

In  the  Public  Health  Diary,  page  9 > there  is  a brief  account 
of  the  floods,  which  occurred  in  December.  Although  they  were  bad  I am 
thankful  that  no  loss  of  life  or  limb  are  attributable  to  them.  The 
Council  are  considering  with  other  interested  authorities  short  and  long 
term  ways  of  alleviating  or  minimising  future  flooding.  I am  proud  to 
say  that  we  came  out  of  this  emergency  with  flying  colours,  due  to  good 
preparation  and  the  willingness  of  the  staff.  It  is  true  to  say  that  it 
also  showed  up  our  shortcomings  and  emphasized  that  certain  emergency 
services  should  be  more  readily  available  and  accessible. 

Once  again  we  had  staff  changes  when  Mr.  Robertshaw  left  to  be 
replaced  by  Mr.  Bird;  also  we  welcomed  Miss  J.  Gannaway  as  full  time 
clerk  to  the  Department. 

In  conclusion,  I must  thank  all  Council  members  and  staff  for 
their  support  and  assistance.

multiple  occupation  and  action  is  being  taken  to  obtain  adequate 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  in  two  of  them, 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS:  See  page  42. 

ERECTION  OF  HOUSES  BY  PRIVATE  ENTERPRISE: 

As  twenty-one  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  twenty-four 
houses  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  December,  there  was  once 
again  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year.  These  were  record  figures  and 
underlined  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  private  houses  in  Nailsworth.

General : 

It  is  expected  that  the  dwellings  now  under  cons  truction  will 
enable  the  most  urgent  cases  to  be  re-housed,  but  a steady  stream 
of  fresh  applications  are  being  received.

During  the  year,  thirty  pre-war  Council  Houses  were  improved  with 
the  aid  of  Discretionary  Grants  by  a private  contractor.  Plans  and 
specifications  were  being  prepared  in  the  Office  for  the  modernisation 
of  a further  seven  houses  with  the  aid  of  Grants.

The  maintenance  of  Council  owned  premises,  both  houses  and  other 
properties,  was  done  by  the  direct  labour  staff,  the  older  properties 
causing  more  difficulty  than  the  modern  houses.  It  was  decided  that 
the  Housing  Foreman  should  also  act  as  part-time  Clerk  of  Works  to 
the  council  building  programme,  so  approximately  half  of  his  time  was 
spent  on  each  of  the  two  services.  At  the  same  time  the  maintenance 
staff  was  augmented  by  the  addition  of  a building  craftsman.

SEWERAGE  . 

(a)  Sewage  Disposal: 

(i)  Sewage  flows  through  the  various  branch  sewers  to  the  main 
sewer  in  Stroud  Road.  The  main  sewer  connects  to  the  trunk  sewer 
which  conveys  the  sewage  together  with  the  sewage  from  the  other 
two  constituent  authorities  to  the  Stroud  and  District  Joint 
Sewage  Works  at  Stanley  Downton. 

(ii)  There  are  three  proper  private  sewage  treatment  plants^  one 
of  which  appears  to  be  overloaded,  and  a number  of  septic. tanks  or 
cesspools  were  emptied  by  proper  vehicles  into  the  sewers,  ^he 
Council  arranged  for  one  free  emptying  per  annum  of  all  septic 
tanks  on  request  of  the  occupiers  of  the  premises.

(b)  Maintenance  of  Severs t 

Nailsworth  Urban  District  Council  contributed  pro  rata  with  the 
other  constituent  authorities  with  the  maintenance  of  the  trunk 
sewer,  but  fully  maintained  all  the  public  sewers  by  direct 
labour  within  the  District. 

(c ) Connection  to  Sewers: 

Twenty-one  dwellings  and  one  existing  dwelling  were  connected 
to  the  sewers. 

(d)  New  Sewer: 

Approximately  800  yards  of  new  12”  concrete  sewer  was  laid  in 
Old  Market  due  to  the  cons  truction  of  a new  road  in  the  centre 
of  the  town.  It  was  made  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  sewage 
from  the  village  of  Horsley  in  the  Stroud  Rural  District 
Council's  area. 

(e ) Unsewered  areas  in  Nailsworth: 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 


CLEAN  AIR. 

Once  again,  work  in  this  field  was  confined  to  isolated  cases  of 
smoke  or  smut  nuisance,  mainly  from  domestic  premises.  There  was 
generally  a lack  of  nuisance  from  factory  chimneys.

c)  Despite  further  minor  alterations  to  the  inspection  procedure 
the  work  appeared  to  be  getting  more  onerous  because  the  - 
efficiency  of  the  factory  staff  was  gradually  being  improved,  thus 
increasing  the  average  speed  of  throughput <, 

(iv)  General : 

A 34$  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  over  the 
previous  year  brought  a further  welcome  increase  in  meat  inspection 
income,  but  the  increased  factory  efficiency  meant  that  the  time 
spent  on  this  service  did  not  increase  pro  ratao  With  plans  being 
prepared  for  the  enlargement  of  the  factory  it  is  thought  the 
number  of  pigs  processed  will  steadily  increase „ 

We  are  all  concerned  with  the  lack  of  reserves  for  this 
service  and  it  appears  that  an  extra  Inspector  may  be  required  if

(b)  Food  Inspection  and  Food  Hygiene : 

(i)  Icecream: 

Of  the  twelve  samples  of  ice-cream  taken  during  the  year,  seven 
were  classed  as  Provisional  Grade  1,  two  were  in  Provisional  Grade  2, 
one  was  in  Provisional  Grade  3,  and  two  in  Provisional  Grade  4» 

The  Provisional  Grade  3 and  4 samples  were  taken  from  retail 
premises  selling  the  same  well  known  brand  of  ice-cream.  Thorough 
investigations  of  storage,  transport,  general  hygienic  practice,  etc. 
were  made  and  representations  were  also  made  to  the  Chief  Chemist  of 
the  firm  concerned  who  personally  investigated  all  the  aspects  of  the 
manufacture,  storage,  transport,  etc. 

It  was  gratifying  to  find  that  all  follow  up  samples  were  placed 
in  Provisional  Grade  1. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  add  that  routine  sampling  of  ice- 
cream carried  out  at  a relatively  small  cost  to  the  Ratepayer  can  be  of 
infinite  value  in  ensuring  that  even  nationally  known  products  are  safe 
for  consumption.  Whereas  Provisional  Grade  4 samples  are  not 
necessarily  unfit,  they  are  the  ones  that  show  that  there  was  some 
defect  between  manufacture  and  sale.

D.  Progress: 

Commencement  of  the  actual  work  of  Inspection  began  early  in  the  year 
with  a total  of  55  premises  registered.  Of  these,  four  were  subsequently 
found  to  be  outside  the  Act  (a  betting  shop,  a butchers,  a licensed 
premises  and  a drapers)  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  staff  were  not 
employed  for  a sufficient  number  of  hours.  Of  the  remaining  51  premises 
a total  of  47  had  received  a general  inspection  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

E.  Enforcement  of  Provisions: 

A total  of  19  informal  notices  were  served  during  the  year,  of  which 
6 have  been  complied  with.  The  matters  most  frequently  occurring  in 
these  notices  related  to:  (i)  Provisions  of  thermometers,  (ii)  abstract, 
and  (iii)  First  Aid,  followed  by  such  points  as  cleanliness,  hot  water 
supply,  toilet  accommodation,  safety  on  stairways,  lighting  and 
ventilation.  No  statutory  actions  gere  taken.

F.  Lighting  Report: 

Standards  of  Lighting: 

Generally  speaking,  the  standard  of  lighting  thoughout  all 
parts  of  both  Offices  and  Shops  has  been  good.  All  workrooms  have 
been  served  by  both  natural  and  artificial  lighting;  in  the 
majority  of  cases  the  former  was  quite  sufficient  to  record  a 
satisfactory  lightmeter  reading  on  a normal  day0 

The  standard  in  corridors,  washplaces,  and  on  staircase 
frequently  was  not  so  good;  these  places  sometimes  being 
unserved  by  natural  light  and  only  lit  artificially  by  a weak 
electric  bulb.  Changing  this  latter  for  a stronger  fitting, 
however,  invariably  brought  about  the  necessary  improvement. 

Occasionally,  poor  artificial  lighting  of  a staircase 
was  caused  by  the  light  being  obtained  from  a fitting  situated 
adjacent  to  the  stairhead  and  merely  reflecting  down  the 
stairway.  Installation  of  a fitting  directly  on,  or  over,  the 
staircase  effected  a cure  in  this  case. 

Y.'.  ..  s,,  ; 

Unsatisfactory  Lighting: 

There  have  been  very  few  examples  of  unsatisfactory 
lighting  in  the  premises  inspected;  in  virtually  nil  offices  and 
in  only  two  shops (a  drapers  and  a shoe  shop)  have  conditions  been 
found  to  be  noticeably  poor.  In  both  cases  this  was  due  to  the 
display  windows  being  completely  boxed  off  from  the  interior,  so 
seriously  restricting  natural  light.  When  the  screen  separating 
window  from  shop  was  lowered  to  half  height  a remarkable 
improvement  was  effected. 

In  all  other  cases,  both  offices  and  shops,  where  meter 
readings  have  been  slightly  sub-standard,  improvement  of  the 
artificial  light,  by  the  installation  of  more  modern  fittings  or 
additional  fittings,  is  all  that  has  been  necessary.

In.  the  environmental  details  which  follow  the  Council 
will,  I feel,  note  with  satisfaction  the  fall  in  the  incidence  of 
cysticercus  bovis  in  the  animals  slaughtered,  and  also  the  almost 
complete  absence  of  bovine  tuberculosis. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act* 

In  the  sphere  of  housing,  although  progress  is  continuing 
especially  in  the  creating  of  old  peoples ' accommodation  I must  draw 
the  Council's  attention  to  the  rising  waiting  list  for  houses*  The 
fall  in  the  proportion  of  Council  houses  and  five  incidents  of 
statutory  overcrowding  show  there  is  still  clearly  a need  for  more 
houses  in  this  District. 

The  year's  Report  features  several  incidents  of  action  in 
connection  with  noise  nuisance.  In  the  Valley  with  its  quite  high 
density  of  population  noise  as  an  accompaniment  of  industry  and  modern 
civilisation  will  need  to  be  carefully  controlled  to  preserve  the 
amenities  for  our  people. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  pleased  to  submit  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  to  the  Council,, 
that  for  the  year  1965. 

The  closing  of  Smith  Rogers  and  Company  Limited's  bacon  factory 
at  Ebley  in  April  was  significant  so  far  as  the  Department  was  concerned. 
It  ended  an  almost  daily  routine  of  post  mortem  inspection  of  pigs  that 
had  gone  on  continuously  since  Ebley  was  included  in  the  Urban  District 
in  1936.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  despite  occasional  difficulties 
100$  inspection  was  always  maintained , The  Cotswold  Wholesale  Meat 
Company's  abattoir  is  still  in  full  use  so  that  meat  inspection  remains 
an  important  public  health  duty* 

In  the  housing  field  slight  progress  was  made  in  dealing  with 
unfit  houses.  Unfortunately  certain  types  of  properties  continue  to 
deteriorate  and  become  unfit  so  that  although  33  properties  were  the 
subject  of  appropriate  action,  the  net  gain  was  only  9*  Every  effort 
was  made  to  persuade  as  many  owners  as  possible  to  improve  houses  and 
it  is  gratifying  to  note  that,  including  Council  houses,  966  dwellings 
have  now  been  modernised  undarthe  Improvement  Grant  Scheme, 

Food  hygiene  received  due  attention  although  far  too  many 
people  are  still  apathetic  towards  this  vital  public  health  subject- 

Inspections  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 
did  not  reach  the  anticipated  number  due  to  a reduction  in  technical 
staff  but  nevertheless  the  programme  is  well  under  way  and  many  properties 
have  already  been  brought  up  to  the  required  standard, 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  alleging 
nuisance  from  excessive  noise.  Without  doubt,  noise  is  a current  public 
health  problem.  Inevitably  certain  sound  pressure  levels  have  a 
greater  impact  on  some  people  than  on  others.  The  human  ear  is 
extremely  complex  to  say  the  least  and  determination  of  acceptable  Noise 
Criterion  levels  is  difficult.  However,  in  future,  every  care  must  be 
taken  at  the  planning  stage  to  try  to  assess  whether  the  noise  from  any 
new  development  will  be  tolerable  to  local  residents  and  indeed  to 
employees.  The  time  is  also  probably  opportune  to  consider  certain 
noises  which  could  easily  be  reduced  in  level,  if  not  eliminated. 

Following  Mr.  Norman's  departure  in  1964  the  Department  lost 
two  more  long-serving  Officers  in  1965  - Mr.  V,G. Cater  and  Mrs.MoJ, Cooper 
who  had  served  the  Council  for  8 years  and  15  years  respectively. 
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I would  like  to  record  ray  thanks  to  both  for  their  most  efficient, 
conscientious  and  courteous  service  to  the  Council  and  their  loyalty  to 
the  Department. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  other  Staff  in  the 
Department  for  their  excellent  work  during  the  year  and  also  to  thank 
the  Ghairman  of  the  Council,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and  other  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  support.

A.  SLUM  CLEARANCE  PROGRAMME: 

A further  33  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  during  1965°  Unfortunately 
24  more  -properties  had  to  be  added  to  the  list,  so  that  the  percentage 
dealt  with  at  31*12.65  was  89.5  compared  with  87.6  at  31.12.64.  It  is 
now  more  than  ten  years  since  the  original  survey  of  unfit  houses  was 
made  and  it  is  evident  that  each  year  a further  number  of  properties  will 
deteriorate  to  such  an  extent  as  to  cause  them  to  be  placed  in  an  unfit 
category. 

The  progress  of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  is  inevitably  slow  and 
unspectacular.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  1966  will  see  a good  advance 
both  in  the  number  made  fit  and  the  number  demolished.

F.  HOUSING  ACTS.  1961  - 1964:  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation; 

There  are  no  registered  houses  in  multiple  occupation  in  the 
District.  However,  every  opportunity  is  taken  to  check  those  houses 
occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one  family  and  ensure  the  provision 
and  maintenance  of  minimal  standards  of  amenity.  Fortunately,  the 
problem  is  not  a serious  one  in  the  Urban  District  and  it  would  not 
appear  that  the  number  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  will  show  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  future. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

A.  EBLEY  ABATTOIR: 

With  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Cater  and  the  closing  of  Smith 
Rogers  and  Company  Limited *s  bacon  factory,  the  Council  decided  to 
reduce  the  establishment  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  by  one.  This 
meant  that  if  the  overall  duties  of  the  Department  were  to  be  carried 
out  with  reasonable  effectiveness  it  would  not  be  possible  to  retain  an 
Officer  at  Ebley  Abattoir  all  the  time  slaughtering  was  in  progress. 
Thus  it  was  decided  to  initiate  a system  whereby  Officers  made  periodic 
daily  visits  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Cotswold  Wholesale  Meat 
Company  the  scheme  has  worked  well.  A 100$  inspection  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  year. 

B.  BACON  FACTORY: 

The  prospects  envisaged  in  the  previous  year's  Report  failed 
to  be  realised.  The  new  principals  of  Smith  Rogers  and  Co. Ltd. 
entered  into  an  association  with  a larger  national  concern,  and  it 
was  determined  that  the  Stroud  ^ompany  should  discontinue  operations 
entirely.  Slaughtering,  and  therefore  meat  inspection,  came  to  an  end 
on  the  17th  April,  1965.

C.  TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER  AND  TUBERCULOUS  REACTORS: 

Two  cattle  which  had  demonstrated  positive  reaction  to 
Tuberculin  tests  were  slaughtered  at  Ebley  during  the  year.  In  neither 
case  were  viable  or  degenerate  lesions  found  in  the  carcase  or  organs 
or  their  lymphatics,  and  the  meat  was  certified  fit  for  human 
consumption.  No  animals  were  found  to  be  affected  by  generalised 
Tuberculosis,  though  a number  of  pigs  demonstrated  submaxillary 
lesions  which  indicated  partial  condemnations.  In  appropriate  cases, 
information  was  passed  to  the  Divisional  Headquarters  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

EXTRANEOUS  MATTER  IN  FOOD  AND  SUNDRY  FOOD  COMPLAINTS; 

28  complaints  under  this  heading  were  received  in  the  Department 
during  the  year.  In  three  cases  it  was  felt  necessary  to  seek  the 
opinion  of  the  Public  Analyst  as  to  the  nature  of  the  extraneous 
matter  or  other  abnormality  alleged  to  affect  the  foods  concerned,.  In 
all  cases,  the  circumstances  were  thoroughly  investigated  locally,  and, 
where  necessary,  by  reference  to  manufacturers  and  processors  elsewhere. 
It  is  certainly  the  case  in  this  District,  and  probably  elsewhere,  that 
the  action  of  the  Department  following  from  this  type  of  complaint  has 
resulted  in  improvements  in  the  hygiene  of  food  manufacture  and  handling. 
The  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  such  complaints  suggests  that 
the  general  public  may  be  increasingly  alert  regarding  the  quality  of 
food,  and  this  tendency  is  very  welcome  to  those  concerned  with  public 
health.

All  the  Mobile  Shops  operating  within  the  Urban  District  were 
inspected  during  the  year.  Minor  infringements  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  noted  and  corrected  in  a number  of  instances. 

Several  vehicles  have  been  replaced,  generally  with  a consequent 
improvement  of  hygienic  standards.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
registered  vehicles  is  mainly  due  to  the  appearance  in  the  District  of 
a number  of  vehicles  specifically  designed  for  the  preparation  and 
service  of  hot  dogs  and  similar  foods,  and  beverages.  This  type  of 
service  appears  to  be  enjoying  considerable  popularity,  chiefly  in  the 
late  evenings.

The  increase  in  instances  where  canned  meat  and  meat  products 
have  been  voluntarily  offered  for  inspection  is  presumed  to  reflect  the 
sensivity  of  the  trade  following  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  outbreak.  Similar 
caution  has  been  apparent  in  respect  of  a variety  of  other  canned  and 
packaged  foods,  though  condemnation  was  not  required  in  a considerable 
number  of  cases  where  inspection  was  requested.

About  99 • 5$  of  the  inhabited  houses  in  the  District  are  served 
by  mains  supply. 

Of  the  houses  deriving  water  from  independent  sources,  steps 
taken  by  the  Department  during  the  year  resulted  in  three  houses  being 
connected  to  mains  supply,  and  action  was,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  in 
hand  in  respect  of  five  others.  During  the  year,  also,  improvements 
were  effected  to  the  sources  of  independent  supply  to  five  other 
properties.

All  the  above  supplies  were  bacteriologically  examined  during 
the  year.  A total  of  41  specimens  were  taken  for  this  purpose.  Repeated 
examination  took  place  of  a number  of  supplies  found  to  be  suspect.  In 
no  case  was  the  pollution  found  to  be  immediately  dangerous,  and 
specimens  taken  from  the  same  sources  under  widely  varying  climatic 
conditions  demonstrated  considerable  fluctuations  in  bacteriological 
quality.  The  technical  and  economic  problems  associated  with  improvement 
of  suspect  supplies,  especially  in  properties  relatively  remote  from 
sources  of  mains  supply,  necessitates  a careful  approach  to  property 
owners  concerned,  based  on  negotiation  rather  than  compulsion,  especially 
since  no  apparent  ill  effects  are  experienced  by  those  using  thesd 
waters.  The  District  is  fortunate  in  this  latter  respect,  but  it  will 
nevertheless  be  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  seek  to  secure 
the  abandonment  or  improvement  of  all  such  supplies. 

C.  STRATFORD  PARK  SWIMMING  POOLS: 

A number  of  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Department, 
both  from  the  bore  hole  and  spring  feed  supplies  and  also  from  the 
pools  themselves,  with  the  following  results:

One  large 
factory  which,  for  many  years,  has  caused  occasional  nuisances  from 
excessive  emissions,  converted  to  oil  firing  and  this  has  produced  a 
most  welcome  improvement  in  this  particular  part  of  the  central  area., 

In  another  case,  the  last  large  hand-fired  solid  fuel  boiler  in  the 
District  went  out  of  use  when  the  firm  concerned  closed  down. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  from  soot  emission  at  one  factory 
but  apparatus  to  remedy  this  was  on  order  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
completion  is  expected  in  February,  1966.

Notifiable  Accidents : 


Under  the  Act  any  accident,  which  disables  any  employee  for  more  than 
three  days  from  doing  his  or  her  usual  work,  must  be  notified  to  the 
local  authority. 

Nine  accidents  were  reported  involving  three  males  and  six  females. 
None  was  of  a serious  nature  but  an  investigation  of  the  circumstances 
was  carried  out  in  each  case. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  number  of  accidents  reported  that  this 
requirement  of  the  Act  is  not  being  complied  with  fully. 

General : 

The  tabulated  details  tell  their  own  story  but  certain  features  of 
the  inspections  made  to  date  are  worthy  of  note.  A high  percentage  of 
the  premises  - some  l&%  - were  found  to  be  without  a hot  water  supply 
for  personal  washing  although  in  all  food  shops  this  amenity  had  already 
been  provided  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations.  Artificial 
lighting,  too,  was  found  to  be  inadequate  in  a number  of  premises, 
particularly  offices.  In  several  instances  it  fell  well  below  the 
absolute  minimum  standard  recommended  by  the  Illuminating  Engineering 
Society. 

^erhaps  the  most  significant  feature  of  all,  however,  was  the  vast 
difference  in  a high  proportion  of  premises  in  the  standard  of  repair  - 
and  in  some  cases  cleanliness  - between  that  part  of  the  premises  to 
which  the  public  have  access  and  the  part  used  only  by  staff.  In  far 
too  many  cases  the  part  used  by  staff  only  left  much  to  be  desired. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  inspections  made  under  the  Act  will  make  all 
managements  conscious  of  the  need  to  maintain  good  working  conditions 
for  employees  "behind  the  scenes". 

It  should  also  be  recorded  that  almost  without  exception  Officers 
making  the  inspection  have  been  accorded  every  courtesy  by  managements 
and  staff  and  to  date  there  is  every  indication  that  occupiers  are 
co-operating  fully  in  complying  with  schedules  of  requirements  sent 
to  them. 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT.  I 9 6 0, 


B.P.  PLASTICS  LTD..  LIGHTPILL: 

The  extension  of  the  B.P. Plastics  Factory  at  Erinoid  Works, 

Lightpill,  produced  a major  noise  and vibration  problem  in  the  area. 

Various  individual  sources  of  noise  and  vibration  were  located,  by  far 
the  most  serious  being  caused  by  ,a  new  Multipak  boiler.  After  consultation 
between  the  Department  and  the  Company  the  latter  agreed  to  bring  in 
acoustic  consultants  to  advise  them  and  Messrs.  W.  A*  Hines  and  Partners, 
Stanmore,  Middlesex,  and  the  Institute  of  Sound  and  Vibration  Research, 
University  of  Southampton,  were  retained.  A full  investigation  was 
carried  out;  various  noise  levels  were  recorded  and  other  readings  taken; 
visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  complainants  during  night  hours. 

Joint  recommendations  were  made  by  the  Consultants  and  these  were 
immediately  implemented  by  the  Company.  After  completion  of  the  work, 
which  involved  the  spending  of  several  thousands  of  pounds,  further 
readings  were  taken  and  these  demonstrated  that  the  Noise  Criterion  levels 
in  the  houses  had  been  reduced  to  slightly  below  what  are  considered  to 
be  acceptable  levels  for  livingrooms  and  bedrooms  in  town  and  industrial 
areas  in  this  country. 

The  Company  have  agreed  to  continue  their  investigations  into  any 
other  sources  of  noise  in  their  Factory  which  may  give  rise  to  nuisance 
to  residents  in  the  immediate  area. 

From  the  Council's  point  of  view  the  nuisance  caused  to  local 
residents  is  very  much  regretted;  at  the  same  time  tribute  must  be  paid 
to  the  excellent  co-operation  of  the  management  of  B.P.  Plastics  Ltd,  in 
dealing  with  this  difficult  problem. 

OTHER  NOISE  COMPLAINTS: 

A number  of  other  complaints  were  received  during  the  year;  these 
were  investigated  fully  and  any  possible  remedial  action  was  taken. 


MORTUARY  FACILITIES.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 

The  Bath  Road  Storm  Water  overflow  referred  to  in  last  year's 
report  has  now  been  completed.  Work  is  about  to  commence  on  the 
Painswick  Valley  Sewer,  between  Siratford  Road  and  Salmon’s  Spring, 
and  this  should  reduce  the  amount  of  pollution  in  the  stream.  Plans 
for  the  comprehensive  drainage  of  the  Westrip  area  are  being  prepared, 
and  approval  is  awaited  for  a flood  relief  storm  water  sewer  for  the 
Summer  Street  area. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL: 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  preparation  of  a controlled  tipping 
site  in  Cainscross  Road.  This  will  also  be  used  by  the  Rural  District 
Council  and  Nailsworth  Urban  District  Council  when  the  present  joint 
tip  at  Thrupp  is  full.
